
Scientists 
Look at 
Longterm 
Survivors 
Of HIV

BOSTON - For rea¬ 
sons that are not under¬ 
stood, some people in¬ 
fected with HIV can live 
healthy lives - with no 
symptoms - for many 
years, researchers said 
Wednesday, January 25. 

A study in The New England 
Journal of Medicine involving 
nine men and one woman in 
their 30s and 40s found that 
although they had been HIV¬ 
positive for up to 15 years, they 
had no symptoms.

GOP House 
Bigwig 
Calls

WASHINGTON 
House Republican lead¬ 
er Dick Armey referred 
to Representative Bar¬ 
ney Frank, D-Mass- 
achusetts, one of two 
openly gay members of 
Congress, as “Barney 
fag” during a Friday, 
January 27 interview 
with radio reporters, 
sparking outrage among 
Democrats and human 
rights groups. 

Answering a question about 
a book deal he recently 
revealed, Armey said, “I like 
peace and quiet, and I don’t 
need to listen to Barney Fag - 
Barney Frank - haranguing in 
my ear because I made a few 
bucks off a book I worked on.” 

The comment drew an out¬ 
pouring of criticism, including 
from Senate Republican leader 
Bob Dole and Frank himself, and 
prompted a dramatic defense 
from Armey on the House floor

Comments attributed to Melinda 
Paras, executive director of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), 
in the January 24 issue of The Advocate, 
have brought strong criticism from AIDS 
advocates. Now it brings the threat of a 
lawsuit from one of the people Paras 
talked about, one of the people who 
worked with her at Shanti Project, Marc 
Ansley. 

In that article: “Paras posits that Ansley, who has 
AIDS, was lax in his responsibilities at Shanti 
because of his illness. ‘As much as 1 support full 
application of the Americans with Disabilities Act’ 
[which prohibits AIDS-based discrimination], she 
says, ‘in retrospect I would say that for financial 
directors it should be interpreted more narrowly.’” 

Alexander Robinson, a principle lobbyist on the 
Act for the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU), 
called Paras’s comments “beyond irresponsible. To 
suggest that we need to back off of those kinds of 
protections is ludicrous.” Many others joined him in 
expressing similar outrage. 

Ansley responded with a letter date January 24 
from his attorney, Mickey Wheatley, to NGLTF co¬ 
chairs Deborah Johnson-Rolon and Chris Collins. It 
described Ansley’s work history and examples of 
Paras’s alleged “illegal” use of grant funds. But the 
crux of the letter were his grounds for legal action.

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Serving in Silence Benefit 

Cammermeyer Comes Out 
Early for San Francisco

For those who just can’t wait until it’s on tele¬ 
vision, the San Francisco premiere screening of 
Serving in Silence, The Margarethe Cammermeyer 
Story will begin with a reception at 6 p.m. this 
Friday, February 3 at the Palace of Fine Arts, locat¬ 
ed at 3301 Lyon Street. Proceeds from the screen¬ 
ing will benefit the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network (SLDN), the only national legal 
aid and watchdog organization for thousands of 
men and women targeted by the military’s policy 
on gay, lesbian, and bisexual servicemembers. 

Colonel Margarethe Cammermeyer, the most 
senior officer to challenge the military’s gay ban 
and national co-chair of Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network, will be in the city for the pre¬ 
miere of the film, in which she is portrayed by 
Glenn Close. Doors open at 7 p.m. and the screen¬ 
ing begins at 7:30. 

A highly decorated Vietnam veteran, 


Cammermeyer was discharged as Chief Nurse of 
the Washington State National Guard after truth¬ 
fully answering questions about her sexual orienta¬ 
tion during a security clearance interview. 

Last July, a federal District Court judge ruled 
the “old” ban on gays in the military unconstitu¬ 
tional and ordered her reinstated to duty. 

In its first year, SLDN and its volunteer attorney 
network have directly assisted over 400 military 
members, many in the Bay Area, including those 
facing death threats, harassment, discharge, and 
court-martial leading to imprisonment. 

Seats at the premier are $25. A bundle of te*L 
reserved seats; ten tickets to the host reception; a 
listing in the program; and one autographed com¬ 
plimentary copy of Cammermeyer’s book. Serving 
in Silence, is available for a total of $1,000. 

Barbra Streisand is one of the executive pro¬ 
ducers of the film; Craig Zadan and Neil Merron 
are producers. The screenplay was written by 
Alison Cross. ▼

Durbin Faces Sentencing 
For InterClub Embezzlement

Jan Durbin, the former trea¬ 
surer of a gay biker’s charity 
fund who pleaded guilty to 
embezzling more than $19,000 
from its treasury, will be sen¬ 
tenced on felony grand theft 
charges in San Francisco 
Superior Court on Wednesday, 
February 15. 

Durbin is a former treasurer 
of the Inter-Club Fund, which 
was established 20 years ago to 
provide emergency financial 
assistance to members of gay 
motorcycle clubs. He embez¬ 
zled the funds over a seven- 
year period by failing to 
deposit cash donations from 
individuals to the fund and 
cash proceeds from charity 
events. 

Durbin, who has already 
repaid more than $3,000 of the 
stolen money to the club’s trea¬ 
sury, faces at least three years 
in state prison on the charges. 

However, sources told the 
Bay Area Reporter, he is 
expected to receive three years 
probation, six months commu¬ 
nity service, and restitution of 
the stolen cash. 

According to ICF Chair 
Jack Goodall, Durbin started 
stealing from the fund shortly 
after he became treasurer in 
1988. 

“He ‘borrowed’ money and 
paid some back, and then bor¬ 
rowed more money, and bor¬ 
rowed more money, and then 
lost his job and the roof started 
to collapse and he couldn’t get 
out from under it,” Goodall 
said. 

According to Goodall, the 
theft was discovered last July 
when two checks to club mem¬ 
bers receiving financial assis¬ 
tance from the fund bounced 
while Durbin was out of town. 

The extent of the embezzle¬ 
ment was discovered after club 
officers compared the income 
declared in treasurer’s reports 
over several years with bank 
deposit statements. 

“The reaction was total 
shock and disbelief that he did 
it. Jack was a person that most 
of us would have trusted with 
our lives, literally. A few peo¬ 
ple suspected something was 
going on, but that was only 


hearsay,” Goodall said. 
“People are angry. Their trust 
has been taken for granted and 
shot to hell.” 

Club officials began the 
lengthy process of piecing 
together the seven-year paper 
trail and then contacted police. 

“We had to wait for the 
bank to put together seven 
years of records. The tracks 
were covered pretty well. 
When we finally got the 
records from the bank, it took a 
bit of time to find out what the 
DA required as proof,” Goodall 
said. 

“He was very clever,” said 
Goodall. “There were no 
forged checks.” 

Once the proof was found, 
Goodall said, Durbin quickly 
turned himself in, and was 
arrested, booked, and released 
on his own recognizance. 

Durbin is now “extremely 
remorseful” about the theft, 
Goodall said, adding the club’s 
board wants justice and not 
revenge. 

“We’ve discussed it. We 
want to see something good 
come out of this that will be the 
best for the fund and the com¬ 
munity we serve. If he goes to 
jail, restitution is out the win¬ 
dow,” Goodall said. “But of 
course, that’s not our decision 
to make.” 

Goodall pointed out that 
Durbin, who returned on his 
own initiative to the Bay Area 
after the thefts were discov¬ 
ered, admitted the crimes, 
pleaded guilty, and made resti¬ 
tution of $1,000 cash and his 
1984 Honda Gold Wing motor¬ 
cycle, which brought $2,200 to 
the club’s treasury. 

ICF membership is com¬ 
prised of about a dozen gay 
motorcycle clubs including the 
Cal Eagles, the Cheaters, the 
Trusted Servants, Knights of 
Malta and others. Durbin was a 
member of the Constantines. 

Goodall said that since the 
beginning of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic, the group has provided “last 
resort” financial grants to 
applicants who are associated 
with the motorcycle clubs. 

ICF instituted strict finan¬ 
cial controls to prevent future 
thefts after the embezzlement 
was discovered. ▼ 


Wolfred Quits Community College 
—Wants To Transfer to City College

After serving on the San 
Francisco Community College 
District for 14 years, openly gay 
trustee Tim Wolfred quit last 
week and announced that he 
was applying to become chan¬ 
cellor of City College. 

If hired, Wolfred would 
replace Chancellor Evan 
Dobelle in the $ 136,000-a-year 
post. Dobelle will leave in May 
to become the administrator of 
a private Connecticut liberal 
arts college. 

San Francisco City College 
has an annual estimated budget 
of $100 million, 70,000 full- 
and part-time students, and 


3,500 employees. 

“It’s a large institution. The 
chief executive is principally 
involved in fundraising, legisla¬ 
tive lobbying, and connecting 
with other institutions,” 
Wolfred said. “We also work 
with the Unified School 
District.” 

A non-profit management 
consultant who was once direc¬ 
tor of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation and interim execu¬ 
tive director of the Contra Costa 
AIDS Project, Wolfred is cur¬ 
rently interim executive director 
of Central City Hospitality 
House, which serves low 
income and homeless youths 
and adults of the Tenderloin dis¬ 


trict. 

Wolfred told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the decision to 
apply for the post wasn’t made 
easily or quickly. 

“It was a four week deci¬ 
sion,” he said. “I’ve been on the 
board 14 years and was in the 
middle of my fourth term. 

“I know what the college 
needs and want to offer my abil¬ 
ities. I think I have the rights 
skills package.” 

City College is conducting a 
national search for candidates 
for the post. After an evaluation 
of qualified applicants, the col¬ 
lege’s seven-member board of 
trustees will appoint Dobelle’s 
successor. T

KSFO Demo This Friday 

Sponsors Drop Far Right Radio Station

Gay and AIDS activists have 
called for a demonstration this 
Friday, February 3 to protest 
anti-gay hate speech and 
AIDSphobic comments recently 
broadcast on KSFO AM radio. 

The protest will begin at 
11:30 a.m. at the ABC affiliates 
headquarters building, located at 
900 Front Street, which houses 
KSFO radio. Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano will be among the 
speakers. 

Activists are outraged over a 
recent call by shock jock J. Paul 
Emerson for the quarantine of 
people with AIDS. 

Activists and community 
leaders from a variety of groups, 
including the Lesbian Avengers, 
Mobilization Against AIDS, and 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, held a 
strategy meeting about the 
demonstration earlier this week. 

Gay And Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation executive 
director Tom diMaria 
announced this week that at 
least four major advertisers have 
pulled their spots from 
Emerson’s stations - and others 
are unhappy about being rotated 
into the morning time slot. 

DiMaria told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Safeway Stores, 
Virgin Airlines, and AT&T have 
pulled their ads. Additionally, he 
said, the San Francisco 
Newspaper Agency has pulled 
ads for the San Francisco 
Chronicle from the Emerson 
time slot. 

A spokeswoman for Safeway 
Stores told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the supermarket 
chain did not want to be associ¬ 
ated in any way with Emerson’s 
comments or point of view. 

“Based on listening to the 
program ourselves and the com¬ 
plaints of our customers, we 
decided to discontinue our 
advertising on J. Paul Emerson’s 
show,” said Safeway’s Deborah 
Lambert. 

Safeway was unhappy with 
much of the subject matter, 
including Emerson’s advocacy 
for the quarantine of people 
with AIDS, and the manner in 
which Emerson conducted him¬ 
self on air. 

Safeway bought the airtime 
in blocks from an agency with¬ 
out knowing about Emerson’s 
views. 

“Had we known the type of

format of this show, we would 
never have allowed our advertis¬ 
ing on the show,” Lambert said. 

Other advertisers were not 
available for comment at B.A.R. 
press time, and neither was sta¬ 
tion general manager Mickey 
Luckoff, who had not responded 
to a B.A.R. inquiry. 

DiMaria told the Bay Area 
Reporter that GLAAD did not 
call for a boycott of advertisers, 
but said listeners had the right to 
let advertisers know the views 
with which their products and 
services were associated. 
Dueling faxes 

Last week GLAAD and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate held a phone 
and fax zap of the station and 
Emerson called for a retaliatory 
zap of the Human Rights 
Commission, which some mem¬ 
bers of the board of supervisors 
had asked to intervene and 
mediate the matter. 

The commission received 


more than 50 calls from KSFO 
listeners, and more than 40 faxes. 

Paul Gomez, who sent his 
fax courtesy of Blue Shield/San 
Francisco, urged the commis¬ 
sion to stop bothering Emerson 
and KSFO. “Stop the oppres¬ 
sion, you Nazis,” he urged. 

KSFO supporter Lottie 
Keleher faxed in a statement 
proclaiming AIDS a killer virus. 
“And we, who have lived our 
lives morally, should not have to 
risk our lives when around peo¬ 
ple with the HIV virus. They 
should be quarantined,” Keleher 
urged. 

Allen MacKenzie said he 
was sorry he ever helped the 
cause of equal rights for gays 
and lesbians, and called for a 
statewide ballot initiative to ban 
Human Rights Commissions. 

Dianne Van Tassell wrote the 
commission’s director to say 
that normally she didn’t get 
involved “with anything dealing 


with San Francisco except to go 
to the ballet or the opera” but 
she had to do something 
because the board of supervisors 
had gone “too far” this time. 

Van Tassell said that she 
doesn’t find quarantining people 
with HIV and people with tuber¬ 
culosis and hepatitis “too far 
fetched.” After all, she said, 
Emerson had called for using 
the resorts taken over in the 
S&L bailouts and closed mili¬ 
tary bases as quarantine sites. 

“His ideas seemed a compas¬ 
sionate one, rather than the way 
it was taken by the supervisors,” 
she said. 

At the meeting of the Human 
Rights Commission on 
Thursday, January 26 Emerson 
appeared with supporters. After 
supporters expressed their con¬ 
cerns about censorship, 
Emerson said he only had one 
response - and led his followers 
in the Pledge of Allegiance. He 


also, in a bizarre stunt, unfurled 
a POW-MIA flag. 

One supporter attempted to 
link the POW-MIA cause to 
Emerson’s, but was eloquently 
rebutted by a woman activist 
who spoke of her father’s death 
during the Vietnam war. 

Many gay men in the audi¬ 
ence arrived and immediately 
began coughing - but despite 
Emerson’s concerns that cough¬ 
ing and sneezing transmitted 
HIV infection, he and his sup¬ 
porters remained in the room. 

More than two dozen police 
were stationed in the hallways 
of the building as a precaution, 
after the commission received a 
threatening fax that was later 
turned over to police inspectors. 

The Human Rights 
Commission is expected to con¬ 
tact KSFO’s management in 
order to arrange an informal 
meeting as part of a mediation 
effort in the matter. T

Giants’ Magowan Honored 
for HIV/AIDS Awareness 

Giants’ President Peter Magowan was honored 
yesterday (February 1) with a special achievement 
award for outstanding leadership and commitment 
to HIV/AIDS Awareness at the Seventh National 
AIDS Update Convention at Moscone Convention 
Center (South). 

Magowan, who is general manager of the San 
Francisco Giants, was honored for his leadership 
in making the Giants the first professional sports 
team in history to stage a benefit game for AIDS 
last summer at Candlestick Park The July 31 game 
against the Colorado Rockies was billed as “Until 
There’s A Cure Day” and drew a near-capacity 
crowd of over 560,000. It helped to raise more than 
$115,000 which went to five Bay Area AIDS orga¬ 
nizations for education and care services and to 
national AIDS research. 

Under Magowan, the Giants continue to be 
involved in the AIDS cure cause. Dusty Baker was 
recently appointed to the board of directors of 
Project Open Hand and a group of Giants’ employ¬ 
ees volunteered to handle one of the organization’s 
weekly food delivery routes to people living with 
AIDS. 

FDA Denies Attempt To Sell 
Acyclovir Over the Counter 

Two Food and Drug Administration 
Committees, the Antiviral Drugs Advisory 
Committee and the Nonprescription Drugs 
Advisory Committee - meeting jointly on January 
12 - denied an application by Burroughs 
Wellcome to make Acyclovir an over-the-counter 
drug. 

Responding to concerns over the risk of viral 
resistance, increased likelihood of self-misdiagno¬ 
sis and mis-dosing, as well as the cost burden to 
people using Acyclovir on a long term basis - such 


as people with AIDS/HIV disease - the commit¬ 
tees stopped Burroughs’ efforts to make Acyclovir 
the first nonprescription medication for sexually 
transmitted diseases, John Kimball reported to the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The American Medical Association, American 
Academy of Dermatology, and the Infectious 
Diseases Society of America joined community 
and patient advocacy organizations in opposing the 
move, Kimball reported. 

Kimball, a member of ACT UP Golden Gate, 
who testified against the proposal, along with 
G’dali Braverman, applauded the decision. “With 
Burroughs losing patent protection on Acyclovir in 
1997, some people viewed this as merely an 
attempt on Burroughs part to shore up market 
share and gain brand recognition for their product 
before cheaper, generic versions appear,” Kimball 
said. 

LGBPM Slates 20th 
Reunion in San Francisco 

Lesbian, gay and bisexual people in medicine 
(LGBPM) will hold its 20th anniversary reunion 
this year in San Francisco, Jill Tinmouth and Gerry 
Hamwi, LGBPM national coordinators, 
announced. 

The LGBPM is a task force of the American 
Medical Student Association and it will host the 
1995 reunion March 9-12 at the Hyatt-Regency 
Embarcadero in the city. 

“This event will mark two decades of existence 
for LGBPM, the only national organization for les¬ 
bian gay and bisexual medical students and one of 
the first organized gay groups in medicine,” 
Tinmouth and Hamwi said in a joint statement. 

The program will feature Phill Wilson, director 
of public policy at the Los Angeles AIDS Project 
and an activist in the gay and African-American 
communities. Carmen Vasquez, formerly with the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health and 
now director of public policy at the Lesbian and 
Gay Community Services Center in New York, 
will also be prominently featured in the program. 

Kate O’Hanlan, M.D., an openly lesbian gyne¬ 
cologist and past-president of the American 
Association of Physicians for Human Rights 
(AAPHR), has been invited as keynote speaker.

Victims of ‘Seattle Mike’ 
Urged To Come Forward

A pre-trial conference in the 
case of “Seattle Mike,” suspect¬ 
ed of committing crimes against 
ten older gay San Francisco 
men, is set for Friday, February 
3. 

Michael Rabb, 30, also 
known as Michael J. Johnson, 
was arraigned in San Francisco 
Municipal Court Thursday, 
January 26 on one count of kid¬ 
nap, one count of auto theft (or 
taking a vehicle without the 
owner’s consent), eight counts 
of first degree robbery, and two 
counts of second degree robbery 
in one case; and one count of 
first degree robbery and one 
count of possession of stolen 
property in another case. 

Bail was set at $50,000 in 
each case, for a total of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

A plea of not guilty was 
automatically entered by the 
court for Rabb, who recently 
returned to San Francisco from 
Seattle and who sometimes goes 
by the name “Seattle Mike.” He 
was represented by the public 


defender’s office, and said noth¬ 
ing audible in court. 

The district attorney’s office 
said a story about the case in 
last week’s B.A.R. compelled 
two other gay men to add their 
names to the growing list of 
alleged victims. Ron Huberman, 
an investigator for the district 
attorney’s office, encourages 
other gay men who may have 
been victimized by Rabb to step 
forward. 

Although the B.A.R. has a 
photo of the defendant, its pub¬ 
lication is being temporarily 
withheld to allow victims to 
view mug shots without possi¬ 
bly affecting their memories. 

Huberman said Rabb may 
have worn a beard recently, and 
that he also may have had a 
shaved head. He estimated that 
Rabb returned to San Francisco 
from Seattle about one year 
ago. ▼

In Praise of a 
World Without 
Borders

his is in reaction to a letter in 
^ the January 26 issue of the 
B.A.R ., regarding the theme 
for the 1995 Pride Parade. 
We need to do more sharing 
of our opinions on significant 
issues; that letter has moved me to share 
mine. 

“A World Without Borders” as a theme 
for our parade gives us an opportunity to 
honor and celebrate the true rainbow of 
diversity in the queer population and the 
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J Paul Emerson, the 
loudmouth deejay at 
KSFO who has started 
calling for quarantine 
of people with HIV, 
recently visited a meet¬ 
ing of the Human Rights 
Commission to unfurl a POW-MIA 
flag, recite the Pledge of Allegiance 
(to a different flag), and tell anyone 
who would listen that good men had 
fought and died in Vietnam to assure 
his first amendment right to spew 
hatred across the airwaves. 

This matter of first amendment 
rights concerns us, of course, since 
we are also in the media and we hate 
it when the first amendment is 
cheapened. The operations manager 
of KSFO, a man named Jack 
Swanson, spoke of freedom of 
speech and the press when we first 
called about Emerson and told us 
that listeners were free to move their 
radio dials away from KSFO if they 
disagreed with the deejay, just as 
B.A.R. readers have the right to stop 
reading the paper if it offends them. 

Swanson almost made the argu¬ 
ment sound convincing, so we sus¬ 
pect he uses it a lot, but he certainly 
knows the difference: broadcasting, 
whether by radio or television, is 
unique because of the scarcity of air¬ 
waves. Put another way, anyone can 
print a competitor to the B.A.R. and 
pile it on top of cigarette machines 
around town if they want to go to the 
trouble; the same is not true of those 
who would like to take to AM radio 
to rebut KSFO’s lies. As most people 
know, breaking onto the air without 
the proper license to use those fre¬ 
quencies is a federal offense. 

The nation’s AM and FM air¬ 
waves belong to its citizens, includ¬ 
ing Emerson and Swanson but not to 
the exclusion of everyone else. (The 
station does pay a fee to lease its fre¬ 
quency, but that doesn’t give it a 
right to be reckless any more than 
paying rent on an apartment gives a 
tenant the right to use it for foment¬ 
ing riots or manufacturing ampheta¬ 
mines.) 

It is because broadcast bands are 
so rare that some care must be taken 
to be sure they aren’t being used 
frivolously or detrimentally. And it 
is why the government established 


Citizen’s Band radios, which were 
expressly designed to give everyone 
a chance to be heard. So if Emerson 
wants to get on a CB and rail about 
anything he likes, he is as entitled to 
do so as the old fella who hangs out 
in the alley behind our office is enti¬ 
tled to yell “Fuck you” at the cars 
that go by. 

But he is not entitled to use AM 
frequencies to wage his campaign 
against the rest of us. That was not 
what Vietnam was about. 

As for Vietnam, we weren’t 
there: we admit to not knowing what 
it was like and having to rely on oth¬ 
ers’ accounts of that hideous war. 
All we can tell Emerson about is 
what it is like to live among the con¬ 
stant threat of snipers who shoot to 
kill for no reason except they have 
been taught to hate what their victim 
represents (as opposed to who the 
victim really is). Where an official 
declaration of war isn’t even needed 
for the casualties to pile up. Where 
“observers” are both directly and 
indirectly responsible for slaughter. 
Where intractable rhetoric obscures 
the reason for the fighting and 
makes negotiation impossible. All 
of which, of course, sounds very 
much like the way Vietnam has been 
described to us. 

Again, however, there are differ¬ 
ences, the most important of which 
is this: the kids in Vietnamese jun¬ 
gles could at least look forward to a 
day when they would be able to 
leave that Hell. We have no such 
promise. We are strangers in a 
strange land, except that it is sup¬ 
posed to be our land. We don’t get to 
go home, even to the dreary recep¬ 
tion Vietnam vets got. Although 
Victor Rohana, the gay man who 
was recently shot on Waller Street 
for being gay, is no less a casualty of 
war than, say, Ron Kovick, he can’t 
be shipped back to safety. He is 
where he is supposed to be safe, 
except that he is under siege. 

We would like to tell Emerson 
and his followers about the intolera¬ 
ble despair that comes from being in 
that situation, and that we have peo¬ 
ple like them to thank for it. 
Unfortunately, we think they might 
be delighted.^ 


population at large, or wmcn we are a 
part. Our identification with the rainbow 
has been, to date, associated mostly with 
middle-class gay white men. It’s time to 
broaden our world view in the “Queer 
Nation.” 

I am amazed and dismayed that people 
who are themselves targets and scape¬ 
goats fail to embrace the cause of others 
who are likewise targeted and scapegoat¬ 
ed. This is the classic divide-and-conquer 
strategy: isolate those who are different 
and despised, and attack them one group 
at a time. What have queer people learned 
about rights if they ignore oppression of 
others who are different and unappreciat¬ 
ed? We shouldn’t delude ourselves think¬ 
ing that we can have a Pride Parade or 
Celebration and not be political. 

Does anyone really believe that when 
we queer people openly parade and cele¬ 
brate, it is not perceived as political? Let’s 
get real: the only way for people who are 
different not to be perceived as political 
when they celebrate their identity is to do 
it in “the closet” - to remain invisible to 
the people who dominate. Being queer 
and out is a political statement. 

So since we are being political, let’s 
be strategic as well, by embracing oth¬ 
ers who are targeted and discriminated 
against for being different. Let’s not 
divide ourselves believing that we will 
be saved from hatred and political 
attack by “distancing.” It doesn’t work. 
We may not be the first on the attack 
list, but we remain on the list and our 
time will come. Equal rights and 
respect for some (only our group) can 
not be our goal - if not because we are 
seeking to be virtuous, simply because 
it just won’t work. 

We can only succeed in getting our 
rights, as queer people, and preserving 
our privileges by collaborating with oth¬ 
ers whose rights are under challenge. 

And what’s so controversial about 
equal rights and treatment for all? It has 
been over two centuries and two decades 
since our declaration that (to paraphrase, 
unfortunately) “all people are created 
equal.” Why should it take so long for all 
to mean a//? In a time, a nation, and a 
world where greed, prejudice, and abuse 
of power are the operative values, time 
and patience are running out. Let’s stop 
fooling around with empty rhetoric and 
“walk the talk.” 

“A World Without Borders” is possibly 
too mild a theme, given the urgency of the 
situation, but I can uphold it as a first step 
toward sensible support of and collabora¬ 
tion with groups with whom we have 
common cause. So, by all means, we 
should let our feelings be known to the 
Parade Committee and continue to talk 
about significant issues. As we debate and 
act on important issues, we must be guid¬ 
ed by informed opinions shared in a cli¬ 
mate of respect. 

Complex issues require open issue- 
based debate, not fear-based silent con¬ 
spiracy. ▼

How To Be a NERT 

The terrible earthquake that has stricken Kobe, 
Japan points out once again the need for emer¬ 
gency preparedness on the part of all private citi¬ 
zens. In a disaster of that size, police and fire ser¬ 
vices may take days to recover. Water and electric¬ 
ity may also be disrupted for extended periods. 
Fortunately, there are ways for individuals to pre¬ 
pare for such events, and the San Francisco Fire 
Department has a program to train people on how 
to do it. 

It’s called the Neighborhood Emergency Re¬ 
sponse Team (NERT). Classes are held year round 
at various locations in the city and cover such 
things as earthquake preparedness, light search and 
rescue, triage, disaster medicine and much more. 
The cost is only $25 for a 15-hour, hands-on pro¬ 
gram taught by professional firefighters. Everyone 
who finishes the class gets a certificate, a safety 
helmet and vest, and the quarterly newsletter, 
“NERT News”. I’ve taken the course and can per¬ 
sonally verify its value. Plus you get to meet and 
work with your neighbors in a mutually fulfilling 
project that is increasingly rare these days. 

To get current class schedules and other infor¬ 
mation, call Frank Lucier at the San Francisco Fire 
Department, 415-558-3456. We can’t stop earth¬ 
quakes from happening, but we can at least be 
ready for them when they do. Call today. You’ll 
feel better.

Donut Dogma 

In April of 1984, then Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Margaret Heckler announced to 
the nation that HIV was the “probable” cause of 
AIDS, not the cause.

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That’s “Representative Fag” to You 


IP t certainly didn’t take the 
new Republican leadership 
in Congress long to display 
their notorious homopho¬ 
bia. No doubt about it, folks - 
it’s going to be a long two years 
for gays and lesbians under 
these stooges. 

In office for less than a 
month. House Majority Leader 
Dick Armey, a six-term con¬ 
gressman from Texas, touched 
off a political firestorm last 
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week by referring to 
Representative Barney Frank as 
“Barney Fag” during a radio 
interview. After both Democrats 
and Republicans (well, a couple 
anyway) rushed to Frank’s 
defense and sharply chastised 
Armey for the slur, the number- 
two man in Congress became 
angry at the press for reporting 
what was obviously an inten¬ 
tional remark. (Did he really 
expect the large group of 
reporters present at the inter¬ 
view to cover up for him?) 

Dick Armey’s (now there’s a 
name for you!) comments were 
made while he was lamenting 
the Democrats’ and media criti¬ 
cism of House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich’s extremely lucrative 
book deal. Armey disclosed that 
he, too, is writing a book but 
would likely donate the pro¬ 
ceeds to charity to avoid becom¬ 
ing the target of criticism. “I like 
peace and quiet, and I don’t 
need to listen to Barney Fag 
[pause] Barney Frank harangu¬ 
ing in my ear because I made a 
few bucks off a book,” he said. 

When criticism of Armey 
mounted later in the day across 
Washington, the homophobe 
rushed to explain that he had 
“mispronounced” Frank’s name. 
However, the reporters who 
heard him all said that there was 
clearly an intentional slur made 
- it was not a matter of pronun¬ 
ciation. One well-known D.C. 
radio veteran stated that “the 
mere fact that Armey purposely 
paused briefly after using the 
‘fag’ word before then pro¬ 
nouncing Frank’s name correct¬ 
ly showed that he said it inten¬ 
tionally.” 

Armey obviously felt more 
offended that the media had 
reported the remark than he was 
worried or apologetic about hav¬ 
ing made it. However, as pres¬ 
sure increased, he took the 
House floor to assure Frank that 
the utterance “was neither an 
intentional insult nor a slip of 
the tongue, but an accidental 
sound that came out” as he mis¬ 
pronounced the name of the 


openly gay Massachusetts 
Democrat. 

Frank, while stating publicly 
that he accepted Armey’s apolo¬ 
gy but not his explanation, said, 
“As a gay man in Congress, I’m 
representative of a lot of gay 
people and lesbians who are a 
lot more vulnerable than I am to 
prejudice, and so I have an 
obligation not to just shrug my 
shoulders and laugh this off.” 
Frank explained that he could 
not believe that the “fag” slip 
was the result of any difficulty 
Armey had in pronouncing his 
name. He noted that he had 
checked with a number of his 
family members and none could 
remember ever hearing the fam¬ 
ily name “mispronounced” that

way. He also said that he was 
“surprised and encouraged” by 
the support he had received over 
the incident, with expressions of 
concern coming from President 
Clinton, three Republican con¬ 
gressional committee heads, 
many House members and sup¬ 
porters in the media. 

Other members of Congress 
had their own takes on the affair. 
Representative Jim McDermott 
(D-Washington), a professional 
psychiatrist, explained that such 
“slips of the tongue usually are 
revealing of what’s inside.” 
Colorado Congresswoman Pat 
Schroeder, a longtime supporter 
of gay rights, bristled when 
informed of Armey’s comment, 
saying that “it’s one of those 
things that is so terrible you 
wish you could say it was a mis¬ 
take, but I just can’t believe it.” 
She added that the slur “was 
indicative of the new mood of 
meanness” pervading the House 
in the wake of the GOP 
takeover. 

Gay rights groups were quick 
to react to Armey’s attack as 
well. Robin Kane, a spokesper¬ 


son for the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, called the 
House majority leader’s com¬ 
ment “deplorable and danger¬ 
ous” and said that gay rights 
groups had a particular reason to 
be concerned since Dick Armey 
comes from a state [Texas] 
where eight gay men have been 
murdered in less than two years 
because of their sexuality. 
“Representative Armey should 
be denouncing the language that 
validates such violence, rather 
than using it himself,” Kane 
emphasized. 

Politics and people 

Willie Brown, defying all the 
political odds and completely 
outmaneuvering the Assembly’s 
new Republican majority, pulled 
off the boldest move of his long 
political career last week to 
claim the post of speaker for a 
record eighth term. It was clever 
hardball politics at its best - the 
kind only Willie knows how to 
play. 

And while the speakership is 
no longer quite the powerful 
post it once was, it is Willie 
Brown, not a Republican, who 
holds the gavel. After nearly two 
months of deadlock in which the 
Assembly’s 40 GOPers, 39 
Democrats and one 
“Independent” wrangled over 
the position, it was Willie 
Brown who engineered the 
expulsion of a Republican on 
the grounds that the assembly- 
man had been elected to the 
state Senate in November and 
could not legally serve in both 
houses. 

Less than an hour later, on a 
vote of 40 to 39, Brown claimed 
the job he has held since 1980, 
though he did agree to split 
committee chairmanships with 
the GOP. Willie Brown - don’t 
ever count this guy out! 

Incidentally, Speaker Brown 
was overheard telling reporters 
in Sacramento last week that, 
because he will be forced to 
leave the Assembly in two years 
due to term limits, he is looking 
at a possible run for mayor 
against Frank Jordan and (more 
likely) the state Senate seat 
Milton Marks now holds but 
will be forced to vacate. Those 
closest to Brown are saying that 
“his heart is in the Legislature, 
and Willie would quickly rise to 
power in the Senate.” 

Speaking of mayors and sen¬ 
ators, reporters and San 
Franciscans attending Sunday’s 
Super Bowl were saying that 
Mayor Jordan, Dianne 
Feinstein, and Barbara Boxer 
were being treated like visiting 
royalty at parties, restaurants.

irst of all, I want to 
know who has been 
saying that Kristy 
Swanson and the 
Women’s Center Chick, whose 
name I do not know (sorry), get 
to have sex in John Singleton’s 
Higher Learning, because it just 
ain’t true. Second, I want to know 
who started the vicious rumor 
that Mary Louise Parker plays 
Whoopi Goldberg’s lover in Boys 
on the Side. Lies. Lies. Lies. 

Boys on the Side. What side? 
Are males supposed to be a side 
dish and women the main 
course, the stuff that meals are 
made of? Then why does Holly, 
played by Drew Barrymore, 
stay with this guy who loves his 
country and his job as a cop to 
the point of fanaticism and 
loves her to the point where I 
question his sanity? He com¬ 
promises her future so that his 
conscience can be clear. She 
gets rid of a violent, selfish ass¬ 
hole - and winds up with a 
sickeningly sweet, selfish ass¬ 
hole. What the fuck!? 

Whoopi wasn’t getting too 
many meals, either; in fact, she 
wasn’t getting any. Everyone in 
the flick was sexually active 
except the lesbian. I suppose it’s 
good that she’s not a tramp, but 
can’t we see some requited les¬ 
bian love or at least a good sex 
scene once in a while? 

Okay. Okay. It wasn’t that 
bad. I didn’t cry at the end, but 
I was choked up, which is no 
small feat in my case. There is a 
main female character with 
AIDS whose story did not over¬ 
shadow the rest of the tale but 
plays out in a pretty thorough 
manner. 

The soundtrack is decent but 


only decent because it’s too 
good. I am a music lover, but 
there seemed to be too much 
music. Every scene seemed to 
have a song. It was too perfect 
because they picked artists who 
mirror a ’90s sort of feminist 
consciousness and then chose 
one song by each that had to be 
squeezed into the movie some¬ 
where so that it could be on the 
CD. The musical tragedy paral¬ 
lels much of the difficulties 
with the rest of the movie. It 
just tries too damn hard. 

Problem drama 

Higher Learning was prob¬ 
lematic in several ways. The 
most glaring in my mind was 
that we saw this multifaceted 
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white student body and this sin¬ 
gle-faceted black student body 
- unless we are supposed to 
count one professor as a facet 
or one lover as a facet. 
However, I’m not going to get 
into this right now. 

Kristy Swanson and her 
female love interest are what I 
want to talk about. Kristy is 
raped during the first days of 
school. She goes to the 
women’s center and is healed, 
ready to have sex with a man 
and a woman. (If you can call 
the gender-switching cuts, rem¬ 
iniscent of Ghost, sex. It was 
pathetic. Susan Sarandon and 
Catherine Deneuve in The 
Hunger are much more erotic, 
and how long ago was that?) 

I’m wondering what it is that 
Singleton is trying to say with 
the Swanson character. She gets 
the rapist beat up, not for raping 


her but for calling her room¬ 
mate a black bitch, and then 
organizes a rally against sex¬ 
ism, then feels all better. She 
gets her revenge by letting the 
big black men beat up the lone 
white rapist; he is terrified in 
the face of violence, as a 
woman is when she is raped. 

Later on, Swanson feels 
frustrated at the racial dishar¬ 
mony on campus and organizes 
a multi-culti celebration, where 
she looks out into the audience 
and spots her boy and her girl. 
We see them as if looking 
through her eyes. They both 
have hollow slight grins that tell 
us nothing. What is the purpose 
of seeing them? Is it to expose 
Kristy’s confusion to us in a 
flash and never follow up on it? 
Is it to tell us that she is a con¬ 
fused bisexual? 

After the rally erupts into 
violence, Kristy feels it is all 
her fault - as if the world 
revolves around her - and is 
reassured by the main black 
male character. At least it’s not 
a black woman having to com¬ 
fort this poor white girl but still 
... John, what’s up with that? 

Obviously, Singleton tried to 
put too much into this movie 
and therefore failed to treat 
anything in a thorough manner, 
except the development of the 
fascist skinhead. The depiction 
of this character was interesting 
to me to some extent, but his 
sketch was complete enough 
after the first several scenes that 
the director did not need to 
keep cutting to him, especially 
when other characters and 
aspects of the story line were so 
incredibly deficient. 

Both flicks are efforts worth 
seeing, straight folks, but try 
again. ▼

Breast Cancer and Lesbians: 

The Facts Behind the Scare 
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CAUSES OF 
BREAST CANCER ^

A breast cancer researcher 
widely quoted in news reports 
denies that she said lesbians 
have one chance in three of get¬ 
ting breast cancer, but she does 
say the risk is higher after the 
age of 50. Why the risk increas¬ 
es is still debated. 

In August, 1992, Dr. 
Suzanne Haynes presented her 
findings on lesbians and breast 
cancer to the National Lesbian 
and Gay Health Association. 
Based on ten American studies 
of lesbians, Haynes is “con¬ 
vinced that lesbians are two to 
three times more likely to 
develop breast cancer than het¬ 
erosexuals.” 

According to the studies 
from which Haynes draws her 
conclusions, lesbians over 50 
are more likely than heterosex¬ 
uals to fall into three high risk 
categories. She speculated that 
many older lesbians have had 
and continue to have 
“lifestyles” that put them at risk 
of getting breast cancer 

First, explained Haynes in a 
recent interview, “70 to 80 per 
cent of lesbians do not bear 
children. One of the highest risk 
factors for getting breast cancer 
is not bearing children. You 


have a two-fold [decrease in] 
risk of developing breast cancer 
just by itself [if you do not have 
children].” Child bearing inter¬ 
rupts the estrogen cycle; high 
levels of estrogen are linked to 
breast cancer. 

The connection between 
childlessness and risk of breast 
cancer was first noted almost 
300 years ago: nuns, who sel¬ 
dom bear children, were getting 
breast cancer in disproportion¬ 
ate numbers. Nuns continue to 
be at the highest risk of any 
population for developing 
breast cancer. 


Second, Haynes states that 
“about 20 to 25 per cent of 
older lesbians [those over 50] 
fall into the heavy drinking cat¬ 
egory in numerous studies.” 
Women who drink three to four 
drinks a day, she "said, have a 
higher estrogen level than those 
who do not. 

Third, according to the stud¬ 
ies Haynes consulted, many 
older lesbians do not receive 
regular obstetrical or gyneco¬ 
logical care, which makes it dif¬ 
ficult or impossible to detect 
potential problems. Although

'Apres le Deluge, Moi' 

Pat Robertson and 
Guemeville’s Rain of Terror

A Day at Silly Hall 

The laughter coming from City Hall was intentional Friday, January 27 
as Acting Mayor for the day Tom Ammiano welcomed some of the city's 
better-known comics to "Stand Up San Francisco Day." 


People around the world 
who watched televised reports 
of the Russian River’s flooding 
were moved by the disaster they 
saw, but televangelist Pat 
Robertson apparently saw 
something else entirely: an 
opportunity. And he, too, was 
moved. 

Robertson showed Russian 
River flood footage on his 700 
Club, announced he was send¬ 
ing help to “the poor families in 
Guemeville,” and beseeched his 
followers for money to help. He 
did not mention that his efforts 
would be mostly unnecessary; 
that the Red Cross had already 
been there handing out free hot 
meals and cash vouchers for 
clothing for a week. 

And although Guerneville 
has a sizable population of gays 
and lesbians, they were never 
mentioned as flood victims on 
the 700 Club : it was always to 
“the families” that Robertson 
referred. 

The Red Cross is headed by 
Elizabeth Dole (the spouse of 
frequently homophobic Senate 
majority leader Bob Dole) but it 
was nevertheless gay-friendly 
in Guemeville. When vouchers 
were figured, and adult couples 
who got flooded out were enti¬ 
tled to more voucher money 
than two single adults, the Red 
Cross defined a couple as two 
adults without regard to gender. 

Volunteer intake workers 
were told not to question sex or 
sexual orientation with the 
applicant. 

Because the Red Cross was 
doing a good job, some 
Guemeville residents believed 
the town would be better off 
without Robertson’s interfer¬ 
ence - but surprisingly few. 
When Bro Duke of Club Mud 
(which, considering the area’s 
recent deluge, should be the

biggest club in town now) 
found out Robertson was com¬ 
ing to town, he found little 
resistance. 

“I called our local gay paper, 
I called ACT UP/San Francisco, 
and I basically spent a hour 
talking to people who were 
afraid to stand up to him,” he 
told the B.A.R. 

On Friday, January 20 at 
high noon the 700 Club 
“Operation Blessing” truck 
pulled up to the curb of The 
Full Gospel Assembly Of God 
Church and awaited further 
instructions as Robertson’s 
camera crew and producer sur¬ 
veyed the group of people in the 
parking lot. It was quickly 
determined that the soon-to-be 
recipients looked straight, the 
producer alerted the truck via 
CB radio, and the camera came 
to life. Although the crew was 
visibly nervous about the possi¬ 
bility of a gay protest, none 
materialized. 


Less than an hour later, after 
a quick and painless video 
shoot, Robertson’s crew left 
some goods with church work¬ 
ers and left the area. The 
footage was edited together in 
time for that night’s 700 Club 
show. Robertson begged for 
more money to help families 
and children, but has not yet 
made another foray into the 
area. 

If any gay Guerneville resi¬ 
dent thought Robertson might 
have been extending a genuine 
olive branch after the flood, 
they only needed to wait two 
nights to see the reality. That

DC Comics, a leading comic book publisher, 
has just completed a four-book mini-series, 
Metropolis S.C.U. (S.C.U. stands for Special 
Crimes Unit). What’s really special about the 
series is that the main character. Captain 
Maggie Sawyer, is a lesbian superhero. And 
. she’s even got a lover! 

Sawyer has appeared previously, in the 
“Superman” series, though only as a supporting 
character. Metropolis S.C.U. marks her first 
starring role. And that star certainly shines. 

In the new series, readers can see Sawyer 
protecting the planet as she fights off a variety 
of super-villains. 
Metropolis S.C.U. 
also depicts Saw¬ 
yer’s home life, as 
she deals with the 
less-fanciful (though 
no less-formidable!) 
difficulties of career, 
relationship, and 
motherhood. 

Significantly, Met¬ 
ropolis S.C.U. has 
earned the Seal of 
Approval from the 
Comics Code Au¬ 
thority, a self-regu- 
^ uom,cs lating industry 

agency that imposes rather restrictive content 
guidelines. The Seal of Approval essentially 
certifies the comic book as appropriate reading 
for all age groups. Hopefully, then, Metropolis 
S.C.U. will crop up in every newsstand and 
shopping outlet, right alongside such heterosex¬ 
ual icons as Archie and Veronica. 

Wherever it is sold or read, the comic book’s 
appearance is certainly ground-breaking. 
Metropolis S.C.U. offers a fair and honest image 
of lesbianism, presented in a medium that is 
uniquely capable of appealing to young hearts 
and minds. In combating homophobia, this fic¬ 
tional series has struck an admirable blow 
against one of reality’s deadlier super-villains.

The Books We Buy 

If you are a resident of California, your tax 
dollars are being used to purchase children’s 
textbooks that, by law, must “teach honor and 
respect for monogamous heterosexual mar¬ 
riage.” This requirement, which governs all 
family life/sex education course materials used 
in the State’s 1,000 public school districts, was 
entered into the Education Code at the behest of 
fundamentalist homophobes. 

The California Education Code also includes 
this mandate: “Course materials and instruction 
shall stress that pupils should abstain from sex¬ 
ual intercourse until they are ready for mar¬ 
riage.” Of course, lesbians and gays cannot 
legally marry, and so they - along with all non- 
traditional families - are virtually condemned in 
California’s classrooms. 

The State’s Education Code is riddled with 
such homophobic, sex-negative requirements. 
And even if you’re not a California taxpayer, 
you should be concerned. Along with Texas, 
California is a leading textbook state. Because 
publishers tend to put out only those books that 
will be used in the “big money” states, 
California sets the textbook agenda for public 
schools throughout the United States. 

Fortunately, however, there is new hope for 
California and the nation. The State’s recently- 


elected Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Delaine Eastin, has vowed to support the fair 
and factual treatment of lesbian/gay/bisexual 
issues in the State’s classrooms, grades K 
through 12. She has promised to combat homo¬ 
phobia before it can take hold of another gener¬ 
ation of children. 

Eastin’s task will not be easy, however. The 
conservative members of the California Board 
of Education - who are not elected, but appoint¬ 
ed by the Governor - have resisted 
lesbian/gay/bisexual inclusion in the public 
school curriculum. The new Superintendent’s 
efforts will likely be challenged and frequently 
impeded by that Board. 

Eastin should be encouraged to stand strong 
and to speak out, early and forcefully, against 
homophobia. She might begin by challenging 
the California legislature to revoke the hetero¬ 
sexist “marriage” provisions (Section 51553, b- 
5 and b-6) of the Education Code.

Chris 
examines her bisexual identity in a process that 
develops right alongside the other personal 
explorations experienced by the cast of young 
characters, and the film includes her in love 
scenes with both male and female partners. 

In Higher Learning , Singleton carefully 
demonstrates the terrible connections that bind 
racism, homophobia, and, indeed, all forms of 
oppression. Toward the climax of the film, for 
example, a gay male couple is brutally attacked 
by a band of racist skinheads.

Gay East Bay Man Cultivates ’95 Orchid Expo

Not too many people know it, 
but the word “orchid” means 
“testicle,” Could that be why, as 
one San Francisco wag suggest¬ 
ed, the city’s 43rd Annual 
Pacific Orchid Exposition is in 
the capable and gentle hands of 
a gay man this year? 

Jerry Parsons, the openly gay 
president of the San Francisco 
Orchid Society, will oversee the 
exposition - said to be one of 
the ten best flower shows in the 
world - at Ft. Mason’s Festival 
Pavilion February 24-26. 

Parsons, 37, is a skilled Bay 
Area orchid grower and a horti¬ 
culturist with UC Botanical 
Gardens, where warm to cool 
growing species, moth-pollinat¬ 
ed African orchids, and the 
Vanilla species all flourish 
under his expert care. 

“Orchids are very easy to 
grow - if you know what their 
needs are,” Parsons said in an 
interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter. He almost sounded 
like he was describing the gay 
community when he said, ‘They 
are not a delicate temperamental 
plant. They are very tough and 
resilient.” 

They are just about as varied 
and widespread as gays and les¬ 
bians, too: although some may 
think all orchids are like the 
stereotype (Cattleya, the cus¬ 
tomary prom flower). Parsons 
estimated there are about 35,000 
species of them - not including 


hundreds of thousands of 
hybrids - found on every conti¬ 
nent but Antarctica. 

A profusion of unusual and 
fragrant varieties grows in the 
glasshouse collections within 
the 34-acre U.C. Botanical 
Garden in Strawberry Canyon, 
where Parsons has worked for 
seven years. The Gardens act as 
a rescue center where “undocu¬ 
mented” plants from other coun¬ 
tries are documented, because 
the data make the plants a valu¬ 
able research collection, and 
housed, because they are a 
delight to the senses. 

Founded in 1890, UC 
Botanical Gardens is run by the 
University of California and 
supported by the Friends of the 
Botanical Gardens. Its collec¬ 
tion primarily focuses on tropi¬ 
cal varieties, with the majority 
of the plants coming from 
Central and South America, 
Asia, and Africa, Parsons said. 
He is responsible for maintain¬ 
ing the collection’s curatorial 
records, which list exactly 
where each plant came from. 

Parson’s impressive knowl¬ 
edge of plant life extends to his 
own orchid collection at home 
in Oakland, where phalaenopsis 
thrive in his windows, and cym- 
bidium and the sweet-smelling 
Chinese species are grown out¬ 
side. 

A native Californian from 
Hayward, and an out of the clos¬ 
et gay man since he was 18, 
Parsons told the B.A.R. he was

awakened to the special beauty 
of orchids at the age of seven, 
after helping his grandmother 
buy some leafless and not very 
promising-looking cymbidium 
bulbs for her garden. 

“We went to a nursery, plant¬ 
ed them up, and in a couple of 
years they bloomed and I was 
just amazed that a couple of old 
shriveled bulbs could produce 
such beautiful flowers,” he said. 

After graduating with a bach¬ 
elor’s degree in botany from San 
Francisco State University, 
Parsons became a grower for 
two and a half years at the Rod 
McLellan Company, a large 
nursery in South San Francisco 
that specializes in orchids. He 
joined UC Botanical Gardens in 
1987, has been a SFOS member 
for ten years, and is also a pro- 
bational judge, working toward 
certification as a judge for the 
American Orchid Society. 

He is proud to be at the helm 
of the Pacific Orchid Exposition 
this year, which will have 55 
vendors and exhibitors from 
around the world. He hopes it 
will attract more people to 
orchid growing, particularly 
now that a process called 
“micropropogation” has made 
orchid prices more reasonable 
than ever before: a plant in 
flower can be purchased for as 
low as $10, he said, since grow¬ 
ers have learned to increase pro¬ 
ductivity through tissue culture. 

“It’s like cloning,” Parsons 
said. “Normally they had to wait 


until the plants got large and 
then divide them, but now they 
can make 1,000 plants within a 
few months with this tissue 
propagation.” 

There will be several gay and 
lesbian exhibitors at the show. 
Parsons indicated, as well as 
other gay and lesbian committee 
chairs. T

East Bay AIDS Project Bigwig Goes to Washington for SSI

James Goldstein, benefits 
coordinator for the AIDS 
Project of the East Bay, testified 
before the House Ways and 
Means Subcommittee on 
Human Resources in 
Washington, D. C. Thursday, 
February 2 in an effort to con¬ 
vince the new Republican 
majority that discontinuing the 
Supplemental Security Income 
program for substances abusers 
- as the GOP has proposed - 
will be a tragic mistake for the 
nation. 

“One of the most important 
emerging aspects of the epi¬ 
demic is the disturbing and 
rapid growth of AIDS in low 
income urban communities. In 
these communities drug use 
fuels transmission both through 
the sharing of dirty needles and 
the tendency of those using 
drugs to trade sex for drugs,” he 
testified. 

“With the twin epidemics of 
drug use and HIV infection 
feeding off each other, my expe¬ 
rience with these communities 
compels me to address propos¬ 


als being made to discontinue 
the SSI program for substance 
users. An important question 
should be asked: ‘What are the 
consequences for people with 
HIV, HIV transmissions, and the 
rate of growth in the HIV/AIDS 
epidemic if the SSI program is 
discontinued for substance 
users?’” 

Goldstein said that SSI pro¬ 
vides an important means to sta¬ 
bilize individuals with sub¬ 
stance-use conditions who 
would otherwise engage in pros¬ 
titution and criminal behavior to 
survive economically. These 
individuals would then become 
infected with HIV and infect 
others. 

Goldstein said the AIDS 
Project of the East Bay provides 
services to approximately 700 
people with HIV. 

In his lengthy remarks 
Goldstein told Congress that 
many drug treatment programs 
are “based on a religious model 
which may be inconsistent with 
the recipient’s beliefs; some 
treatment programs use physi¬ 
cal methods (including abuse) 
as treatment therapy; others 


may use other punitive mea¬ 
sures and these may also be 
inappropriate for many, if not 
all, recipients. The problem is 
that there are no standards, 
either local or federal, for treat¬ 
ment programs. As a result, 
many operate as programs to 
recruit individuals into certain 
religious institutions, others 
operate with incompetent or 
ineffectual programs, and oth¬ 
ers operate as scams, seeking 
only a portion of the recipient’s 
SSI check. This explains why 
the recidivism rate for drug 
treatment programs geared to 
low income individuals has tra¬ 
ditionally been upwards of 50 
percent and why many SSI 
recipients in the past have not 
been successful in leaving the 
SSI rolls.” 

Goldstein said the most 
effective way to allow for the 
possibility of escape from drug 
addiction is to stabilize the 
income and housing of these 
individuals, and to connect them 
with local support service agen¬ 
cies, whether governmental or 
non-profit. “If this is done, an 
individual has a fighting chance 
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to escape the grip of substance 
abuse,” he said. 

Goldstein urged the 
Congress not to discontinue the 


SSI program for substance 
abusers. “The human cost and 
the economic cost is too high,” 
he said. T 


Missing SF PWA 
Found Safe in 
East Bay Hospital

A San Francisco man with 
AIDS dementia who was miss¬ 
ing for six days has been found 
after a widespread search and is 
safe. 

Monte Anderson, 31, was 
finally located at Merrithew 
Hospital in Martinez, the Bay 
Area Reporter learned from 
Frank Ostaseski, director of the 
Zen Hospice Project Anderson 
had been there for five days. 

The Zen Hospice Project 
maintains a four-bed hospice 
care residence at 273 Page 
Street in the city, where 
Anderson resides, and provides 
volunteers for a 28-bed unit at 
Laguna Honda Hospital. 
Anderson, described in thou¬ 
sands of widely posted flyers as 
a gentle, confused man, left the 
Page Street facility around 4 
p.m. on Monday, January 23, 
Ostaseski said. 

He turned up at the 
Richmond BART Station the 
next day, and authorities subse¬ 
quently took him to Merrithew. 
Unfortunately, they could not 
determine who he was, 
Ostaseski told the B.A.R., and 
Anderson was unable to tell 
either hospital officials or police 
where he came from. 


The situation was complicat¬ 
ed, Ostaseski said, because the 
San Francisco Police 
Department currently lists more 
than 400 missing persons, and a 
missing person report filed in the 
city doesn’t 
connect to 
other miss¬ 
ing people 
bureaus, 
such as 
those in 
Martinez 
and other 
East Bay 
communi¬ 
ties.

bouts were 
established, more than two dozen 
volunteers from Zen Hospice 
Project searched and posted fliers 
at AIDS agencies, soup kitchens, 
and shelters, and on street poles 
throughout the Tenderloin and 
along Polk Street. 

Fliers were also distributed 
to all MUNI drivers and cab 
companies, Ostaseski said. 

He expressed the gratitude 
of the Zen Hospice Project to 
the entire community, which he 
described as “very coopera¬ 
tive.” ▼ 



Another HIV-Related 
Release Granted at 
Chowchilla Prison

Lillian Faye Ortiz, who has 
been a prisoner at the Central 
California Women’s Facility 
(CCWF) in Chowchilla, has 
been granted a compassionate 
release. 

Ortiz, who is terminally ill 
with AIDS, was the subject of a 
letter to the Bay Area Reporter 
from Harold A. Sweet, Ph.D. of 
Berkeley, who wrote to Superior 
Court Judge Lee P. Felice: 
“Death is something that all of 
us must eventually face, some 
of us with dignity and hope, 
some of us with fear and hesita¬ 
tion. What is certain is that 
death is rarely welcome and 
prison is not a place for such a 
profound, devastating ordeal as 
counting the final weeks, the 
days, the hours, and even the 
final moments of life. The mem¬ 
ory of a mother who died in 
prison would haunt forever a 
number of innocent children.” 

Subsequently, ACT UP San 
Francisco and the HIV/AIDS in 
Prison Project of Catholic 
Charities played a significant 
role in the release of Ortiz. 

Judy Greenspan told the 


B.A.R. that Ortiz was released 
on Tuesday, January 24, to the 
custody of her family in 
Bakersfield. 

The California Department 
of Corrections doesn’t keep sta¬ 
tistics on how many prisoners 
are terminally ill, or the cost of 
caring for those prisoners each 
year, but there are roughly 
125,000 people incarcerated in 
California’s 29 prisons. It costs 
$21,000 a year to house one pris¬ 
oner. Of that money, an average 
14.9 percent is spent on med¬ 
ical, psychiatric, and dental 
care. The total operation costs 
for all the state’s prisons is $2.7 
billion each year. 

Since 1991, when records on 
compassionate releases began, 
there have been 270 requests for 
such releases, of which 124 
have been sent to judges with 
recommendations to release. 
Only 87 of those have been 
granted. 

The Coalition to Support 
Women Prisoners at Chowchilla, 
of which Greenspan is a mem¬ 
ber, contends that continued 
incarceration of dying prisoners 
is a serious waste of taxpayer’s 
money. ▼

SM AIDS Program Turns Ten

The tenth anniversary of the San Mateo County 
AIDS Program will be marked with several events 
this year, according to its director, Dr. Gene 
Copello. 

The commemoration kicks off next week, on 
Thursday, February 9, with a party at the home of 
Dr. and Mrs. Charles Robinson in San Mateo. The 
party will honor sponsors of major benefits that 
have provided funding for the agency. An open 
house and staff recognition event will be held dur¬ 
ing the spring. 

On Friday, April 28, a tenth year anniversary 
party will be held at the Kohl Mansion in 
Burlingame. As the preeminent event recognizing 
a decade of community service, the party will 
focus on recognizing early leaders of the AIDS 
program and significant contributions over the past 
ten years, Copello told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Copello is co-chair of the board of directors of 
the LIFE AIDS Lobby and serves as chair of the 
public policy committee of the International 
Society for AIDS Education, one of the co-spon- 
sors of the forthcoming National AIDS Update 
Conference in San Francisco. 

Prior to becoming director of the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program, Copello was an assistant 
professor in the Department of Medicine at 
Vanderbilt University Medical School in 
Nashville, Tennessee. He has been on the editorial 
board of the Journal of AIDS Education and 
Prevention since 1987. 

The mission of the San Mateo County AIDS 
Program is to prevent HIV infection and to care for 
individuals and families affected by HIV/AIDS 
through comprehensive community-based public 
information, prevention, healthcare, social ser¬ 
vices, and advocacy, Copello said. 

A culturally diverse staff of 50 and a volunteer 
corps of 200 deliver services throughout San 
Mateo County from four office sites located in 
Daly City, East Palo Alto, and two sites in San 
Mateo, as well as a mobile health van. 



Dr. Gene Copello welcomed Dr. Joycelyn 
Elders to the San Mateo AIDS project with a 
warm handshake in 1993, when she was still 
surgeon general and before the media started 
speculating about where her hand had been. 


Nearly 900 clients were served with healthcare 
and social services in 1994 and nearly 40,000 people 
were reached with prevention services, Copello said. 

Each year the agency, under the leadership of its 
33-member community board, conducts a strategic 
planning process. Last year, more than 1,000 indi¬ 
viduals provided input into the agency planning 
process. 

Last year, the AIDS Program assisted in devel¬ 
opment of AIDS committees in East Palo Alto and 
Foster City. 

Now it its second decade of service, the San 
Mateo County AIDS Program continues to prevent 
new infection, provide compassionate care, and 
advocate for effective HIV/AIDS policies and ser¬ 
vices. T

$3.5 Million Raised At APLA

Each year since Elizabeth 
Taylor hosted the first AIDS 
Project Los Angeles 
Commitment to Life event fol¬ 
lowing her friend Rock 
Hudson’s death, the event has 
generated significance beyond 
any ordinary fundraiser. In 1991 
posthumous criticism of an 
unfeeling Hollywood by 
respected actor Brad Davis 
stung moguls Barry Diller and 
Sid Sheinberg into creating 
Hollywood Supports. In 1992, 
still euphoric over the newly 
elected “pro-gay” Clinton team, 
honoree David Geffen “official¬ 
ly” came out and Barbra 
Streisand supported the gay 
boycott of Colorado over anti¬ 
gay Amendment 2. Last year 
First Lady Hillary Clinton 
ignored cat-calling ACT LIP 
protesters to push her universal 
healthcare proposal, and many 
in the audience noted the end of 
an era with long-term survivor 
Michael Callen’s name on a 
death-roll roster. 

This year the spirit of 
Elizabeth Glaser hung over the 
ceremonies, choking up gays as 
well as the celebrities when her 
husband Paul Michael Glaser 
took the stage with the co¬ 
founders of the Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation to accept a $10,000 
“Hand to Hand” grant from 
Forrest Gump producer and for¬ 
mer APLA board co-chair Steve 
Tisch. Glaser said the appear¬ 
ance was the “first in public 
without Elizabeth” since his 
wife’s death. “She’s joined so 
many others we honor who’ve 
gone before. Though Elizabeth 
is no longer here, we can still 
feel her.” The “power of love,” 
the inspiration to “never give 
up,” and the “awesome journey” 
upon which Elizabeth found 
herself: “now we will continue 
that journey - together,” Glaser 
promised.

Glaser’s powerful but quiet 
emotional appearance under¬ 
scored the frightening news 
delivered by new APLA board 
chair Dana Miller, who hoped 
the evening would be a “call to 
arms.” Americans must face the 
fact that 50,000 people have 
died from AIDS so far; AIDS is 
the number one killer of people 
between the ages of 25-44; and 
the new Congress may enact 
“nothing short of the total elim¬ 
ination of the Ryan White Care 
Act” which. Miller said, spelled 
“potential disaster” for people 
with HIV/AIDS and those that 
serve them. Given the results of 
the November election and the 
fact that many of “our elected 
friends” lost key committee 
posts, perhaps it was a “big mis¬ 
take” not to have made a greater 
bipartisan effort to “at least 
attempt to enlist Republicans in 
our fight.” The spirit of the new 
approach must be “collabora¬ 
tion,” Miller said. 

Other than a few funny refer¬ 
ences by host Whoopi Goldberg 
- who suggested she chose host¬ 
ing the Commitment to Life 
awards over the Oscars - the 
only other political moments 
were quiet ones - such as the 
big dead-on, lips-to-lips kiss 
actor/producer Michael Douglas 
gave Creative Artist Agency 
president Ron Meyer, “one of 
the most powerful and popular 
agents in the history of 
Hollywood,” who was one of 
the evening’s honorees. Meyer 
said he has been committed to 
APLA since asked to chair the 
Commitment to Life awards five 
years ago. “We must not fail our 
friends,” he said. 

As a build up to the appear¬ 
ance of honoree Tom Hanks, 
event producer Bernie Taupin 
staged a “seminal history of 
cross dressing.” Hanks, 
Goldberg reminded the audi¬ 
ence, started out his career in a 
“sky blue dotted number” on the 
TV show Bosom Buddies. Then 
amid smoke and glamour, 
RuPaul, looking and dancing a 
bit like Tina Turner, burst on the 
scene singing “Dude Looks 
Like a Lady,” with film clips 


from Some Like It Hot and other 
shows in which stars like Cary 
Grant and Harpo dressed in 
drag. In a segue perhaps only 
fully appreciated by Halloween 
aficionados, Julie Andrews 
sashayed out in her 
Victor/Victoria butch garb - all 
slicked-back hair, hand in the 
pocket, looking perhaps more 
comfortable than she now 
would in her old Sound of Music 
and Mary Poppins costumes. 
Her “Jazz Hot” Charleston 
dance number led right into the 
“synthesis” of the two cross¬ 
dressing types, with Sandra 
Bernhard strutting out as Frank 
N. Furter, the “transsexual from 
Transylvania” of the Rocky 
Horror Picture Show. Some in 
the audience participated in 
“The Time Warp” sing-along 
with a “chorus” that included 
Kathy Najimy. 

The mood down-shifted into 
quiet determination with the 
solo appearance of Marianne 
Faithful, who sang “I Will 
Survive,” and then a shift to a 
stark, futuristic mood. After an 
off-stage voice boomed, “the 
sexual melt-down is complete ... 
androgyny is the law,” bisexual 
Nona Hendryx masterfully sang 
the Elton John hit “Bennie and 
the Jets.” Many lesbians in the 
audience complained later that 
the attractive and well-built 
Hendryx was not clearly identi¬ 
fied on screen. She was fol¬ 
lowed by a blond-haired, bare¬ 
chested, black-jacketed “Rebel, 
Rebel” Terence Trent D’Arby, 
featured in wildly psychedelic 
lighting. 

Actress Mary Steenburgen, 
who attended the event with 
Cheers star Ted Danson (there 
were no rumors of backstage 
shenanigans with former girl¬ 
friend Whoopi), took the stage 
to introduce Tom Hanks, her co- 
star and legal adversary in 
Philadelphia. She revealed that 
she had been so transfixed by 
Hanks in the courtroom scene 
that she forgot she was in the 
movie. She noted that because 
so many people like Hanks, that 
“everyone who saw [the movie] 
... knew and cared about some- 
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LA’s Commitment To Life 


one with AIDS and valued life a 
bit more as a result.” 

Hanks, who has become one 
of the most eloquent non-gay 
spokespersons for the fight 
against AIDS and for gay and 
lesbian civil rights, was again 
moving, taking as his themes 
“grace” and “the healing power” 
of the human spirit. In what 
might have been a subtle plea to 
the Amphitheater filled with 
Hollywood power players. 
Hanks said: “Our disposition to 
kindness and mercy is some¬ 
thing that can be passed along 
through avenues of influence 
that are both unique and com¬ 
mon - through movies that play 
in our shopping malls, through 
examples we set for our chil¬ 
dren, through songs that play on 
the car radio to the respect that 
we extend to our neighbors.” 

Hanks also made a number 
of gay-specific comments. He 
said AIDS was “the unstoppable 
burden of our time. “ 

“I was raised to believe,” 
Hanks said, “that the diversity 
of my country is the strength of 
my country.” He also noted that 
“I’m pretty sure that Forrest 
Gump would fall in love with 
Antonio Bandaras too,” refer¬ 
ring to his handsome co-star in 
Philadelphia. 

The “godfather of Rock ‘n 
Roll,” Little Richard hit the 
stage next with “Good Golly 
Miss Molly.” Pushing the audi¬ 
ence to acknowledge how good 
he looks at 62 - “beauty is still 
on duty” - he also talked about 
his “really good friend Elizabeth 
Glaser.” In an almost startling 
contrast, the reigning king of 
country music. Garth Brooks, 
came out and sang a simple new 
song about “A World Without 
You.” Brooks, you may recall, 
suffered somewhat of a country 
backlash after his 1992 gay-pos¬ 
itive “We Shall Be Free” song. 
His sister and back-up player is 
an open lesbian. Brooks’ almost 
humble style was followed by 
equally subtle performances by 
Sheryl Crow in a duet with Don 
Henley, then a Henley solo. 

Openly gay Melissa 
Etheridge - who got a huge ova¬ 
tion - sang the Rod Stewart hit 
“Maggie Mae,” followed by 
country singer Clint Black, who 
has appeared at a number of 
AIDS-related events in the past 
few years. Tammy Wynette 
looked a bit confused - perhaps 
not understanding why her 
“Stand By Your Man” was such 
as big sing-along hit with so 
many gay people (it was also the 
soundtrack song to the love 
scene in The Crying Game). Salt 
N Pepa shifted the scene dra¬ 
matically with their “Let’s Talk 
About Sex” - with a number of 
young volunteers dancing in the 
aisle. 

Singer Joni Mitchell was 
breathtaking in her simplicity 
with two poetic and powerful 
songs sung simply with her 
slightly out of tune old guitar. 
She was followed by heretofore 
elusive George Michael who 
kept his much-publicized bot¬ 
tom covered by a longish, 
though tight-fitting, leather 
jacket. He was joined in song by 
Elton John on “Don’t Let the 
Sun Go Down on You.” 

APLA honoree John was 
introduced by his long time col¬ 
laborator Bernie Taupin who 
said, “When this epidemic is 
wiped from the face of the plan¬ 


et, we’ll all look back and have 
our heroes. And (Elton) is 
mine.” The Elton John AIDS 
Foundation raises money to dis¬ 
perse to AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions, including recent recipient 
AIDS Service Foundation. 

Ever the flashy dresser, John 
came out in a shimmering silver 
suit. “I stand here tonight as 
your official gay recipient,” he 
said to many hoots and howls. 
Apparently speaking from his 
heart rather than a prepared 
speech, Elton John talked about 
his alcohol and drug abusing 
past and how his life abruptly 
changed upon meeting Ryan 
White, the Indiana teenager 
whose public battles against 
AIDS intolerance made interna¬ 
tional headlines in the early 
1990s. 

First John thanked America 
for accepting him as a person 
and a musician. “I came out in 
this country and slept with half 


of it and boy was it good,” he 
said to much laughter. “[But] I 
abused my power ... I was a pile 
of shit,” demanding another 
plane when he didn’t like the 
color of the interior of the one 
he was given to fly. But after 
meeting Jeanne, Andrea [who 
was in the audience], and Ryan 
White, he got on his knees and 
asked for help, he said. 

“I slept with half of America 
and came out HIV negative. I 
was a lucky, lucky person,” he 
said. “It’s my job to pay back 
that debt.” Like Auschwitz, 
Vietnam, and the Quilt, he said, 
“we must never, never ever for¬ 
get the dignity and courage of 
those who died. ... As long as I 
live, I will help fight this cause.” 

Elton John closed out the 
evening with a new song, 
“Believe,” and his hit “I’m Still 
Standing,” a raucous but tearful 
tribute to all those battling 
HIV/AIDS. ▼

America’s Schoolkids 
Grade Clinton on AIDS: C- 

The nation’s schoolchildren have issued a 
midterm report card to President Bill Clinton on 
their top five goals - one of which was AIDS - and 
on that issue, he received a mediocre C-. 

Approximately 23,000 students in the fourth 
through sixth grades cast their votes in a survey 
conducted by Parade magazine, a Sunday publica¬ 
tion inserted in many newspapers across the 
nation, and the Weekly Reader, a national student 
newspaper. Clinton was rated on five issues deter¬ 
mined by the students: 1) protecting the environ¬ 
ment; 2) finding a cure for AIDS; 3) helping the 
homeless; 4) reducing taxes; and 5) stopping ille¬ 
gal drugs. 

An article in the January 15 Parade reported a 
desperate plea from Melissa Wheeler, a fifth-grad¬ 
er at Diamond Elementary School in Fort Stewart, 
Georgia, regarding the president’s response to 
AIDS. “There needs to be more awareness on 
AIDS - or there might not be a future for my gen¬ 
eration,” Wheeler wrote to Clinton. 

Parade also stated “AIDS is now the children’s 


No. 2 issue, marking a consistent rise in their con¬ 
cern about the disease.” One of the children’s illus¬ 
trations accompanying the story shows the Names 
Project AIDS Memorial Quilt wrapped around the 
globe and a somber tag line beneath the drawing: 
“Let’s find a cure before the world disappears 
under it.”

E.J. Byington, 17, Dies of Suicide

E.J. Byington, a youth who made headlines 
in 1992 when he joined a group of gay 
activists protesting his own church, killed 
himself on Tuesday, January 24. He was 17 
years old. 

Emmuel Julius Byington was born 
December 20, 1977. Sexually abused by his 
stepfathers and neglected by an alcoholic 
mother, he was put into foster care at age 8, 
and moved to Sacramento to live with his aunt 
at 13. He is best known for leaving Easter ser¬ 
vices at Sacramento’s Capitol Christian 
Center in 1992 intent on “harassing the 
queers” protesting outside. But instead of 
taunting them, he decided to come out of the 
closet. That night his aunt threw him out of 
her house, and the incident received extensive 


coverage. 

His mother had him committed to a mental 
institution in 1992, believing it would cure his 
homosexuality. After the staff discharged him 
E.J. jumped from Nebraska to Minnesota and 
back, in and out of halfway houses, institu¬ 
tions and foster homes - one of which forced 
him to disinfect any sinks and silverware he 
used, after they learned he was HIV-positive. 

He attempted suicide in the spring of 1993, 
and then turned to prostitution. It wasn’t long 
before he showed up in an emergency room 
after being beaten, gang raped, and left for dead. 

Eventually a Minneapolis social worker 
showed E.J. an article in a California newspa¬ 
per that told his story. “You’re a fugitive here 
in Minneapolis, but you’re a celebrity out in 
California,” the social worker said. 

And so E.J. made his second trip to the 


sunshine state and he moved in with San 
Francisco resident Gordon Elkins. 

“I started realizing how battered he was,” 
Elkins told the B.A.R. “I realized I was dealing 
with pretty damaged goods.” 

E.J. worked, enrolled in school, and tried to 
settle down. He got involved with the Larkin 
Street Youth Center and a number of organi¬ 
zation for gay and questioning youth. But 
drugs had an appeal for him, he had to leave 
San Francisco and enter rehab in Nebraska. 

After his discharge he tried to make the 
best of things in a Nebraska foster home. He 
had friends, a job, and he was off drugs, but he 
was still being harassed by the AIDSphobic 
foster family with whom he lived. 

In December his mother died of a brain 
tumor. Last week, overwhelmed, he hanged 
himself. T

What To Do If You’re Feeling Suicidal

A person on the brink of sui¬ 
cide usually wants help, but is 
often too afraid or too ashamed 
to ask for it, according to 
experts on suicide. 

The problems that would 
drive a gay man, lesbian, or 
bisexual to suicide are mostly 
similar to those of heterosexu¬ 
als, said Elena Moser, Director 
of Clinical and HIV Services 
with Pacific Center in Berkeley: 
a family history of suicide, sig¬ 
nificant losses, a terminal ill¬ 
ness, unresolved childhood trau¬ 
ma, and substance abuse are 
common reasons behind a sui¬ 
cide attempt, she said. 

There is also an unfortunate 
additional impetus for gay youth 
when they come out of the clos¬ 
et, Moser added. “One of the 
first things I noticed from being 
at Pacific Center is the large 
number of people requesting 
services who reported suicide 
attempts earlier in life,” when 
they came out, she said, adding 
the number of adults who said 
they tried suicide as teens “is 
just astounding to me.” 

“It is a particular stressor for 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual peo¬ 
ple because of the homophobia 
they experience, and the fear of 
rejection by their family and 
friends. And also their own fears 
of what life will be like. 
Adolescence is a time when 
people are just starting to envi¬ 
sion their life before them. As a 
result gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
youth are particularly at risk.” 

Warning signs, according to 
Jennifer Hoopes, Education 


Program Director for Crisis 
Support Services with Alameda 
County, include: 

• talking about suicide; 

• giving away possessions; 

• sadness; 

• withdrawing from the 
world; 

• loss of interest in usual 
activities; 

• changes in eating or sleep¬ 
ing patterns; 

• mood swings; and 

• substance abuse. 

About one year ago, the 
Pacific Center changed its poli¬ 
cy of not accepting patients who 
had attempted suicide within 
one year of calling their center 
for help. Moser said the criteria 
was changed because the center 
would have had to screen out 
too many people who needed 
therapy. “We’re doing it in 
recognition that many gay youth 
have attempted suicide,” she 
said. 

Beware of copycats 

Of all youth suicides, 30 per¬ 
cent are because of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Another problem among 
youth, according to Hoopes, is 
that a single incident can easily 
result in copycat incidents. The 
reason, she said, is that “it takes 
down another barrier to suicide. 
The people to watch out for are 
ones who are already 
depressed.” She said the addi¬ 
tional burden of homophobia to 
a gay person going through ado¬ 
lescence is oftentimes too much 
for them to cope with alone; for¬ 
tunately, counseling can help. 

There were 133 suicides dur¬

ing fiscal year 1992-93 in San 
Francisco County, according to 
Dr. Donna Allison, lab manager 
for the San Francisco medical 
examiner’s office. In Alameda 
County during 1993 there were 
152 deaths by suicide, accord¬ 
ing to the California Department 
of Health Services Death 
Records. 

Gender plays a significant 
role in suicides, according to 
Hoopes. Men succeed in killing 
themselves at a rate three to four 
times higher than women. The 
rate of suicide attempts is three 
to four times higher among 
women than men, she said.

Moser added, remain under¬ 
served. “As a group they are the 
most at risk throughout their 
life,” she said. The elderly are 
also vulnerable to suicide 
because of the increased loss, 
isolation, and loneliness, said 
Hoopes. Men over the age of 75 
have an unusually high rate of 
suicide. 

In the course of an AIDS pro¬ 
gression, nearly all who contract 
the disease at least consider sui¬ 
cide, said Dwone Jones, 
Outreach Coordinator for the 
AIDS/HIV Nightline, a program 
at the San Francisco Suicide 
Prevention Center. Support 
groups for those who are HIV¬ 


positive or have AIDS are a 
great help, because suicide is 
openly discussed. They can help 
someone who is filled with sui¬ 
cidal thoughts realize that the 
feelings are really just a stage, 
one that comes and goes. 

The AIDS/HIV Nightline, 
according to Jones, is a good 
place for someone to start who 
is looking for referrals. “We act 
as an emotional support and 
referral service. We’re not 
going to judge you. We’re going 
to be there and we’re going to 
listen. We get calls from all over 
the nation because we are the 
only night time hotline in the 
nation.” ▼

Tax Breaks Possible For Viatical Settlements

Currently, people with AIDS 
are supposed to pay taxes on 
the viatical settlements and 
accelerated benefits they 
receive. That may change under 
the new Republican Congress. 

On January 19 the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
hearing on HR 8, the Senior 
Citizens Equity Act, heard 


strong testimony from the 
insurance industry, viatical 
companies, and AIDS organi¬ 
zations urging that accelerated 
benefits be made tax exempt. 
The insurance industry parted 
company with the other groups 
on viatical settlements, saying 
they should not receive favor¬ 
able tax treatment.

testified for Affording Care, a 
nonprofit consumer education 
and advocacy group for the ter¬ 
minally ill. He pointed out that 
most insurance policies do not 
offer accelerated benefits and 
those that do often impose very 
confining conditions. 

“As a result,” he concluded, 
“accelerated benefits meet the 
needs of only a minority of 
insured, fatally ill persons who 
seek to avoid poverty and 
becoming public charges in 
their final days.” 

“For many people with 
AIDS and other serious illness¬ 
es the time of greatest financial 
need may be when they first 
stop working, a time when their 
life expectancy may be two or 
three years,” wrote Mark 
Scherzer in testimony submit¬ 
ted on behalf of the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis in New York. “In 
such circumstances, they of 
necessity turn to viatical settle¬ 
ment companies.” 

“Previous to the creation of 
the viatical settlement industry 
and the proliferation of viatical 
companies, no life insurance 
policies included accelerated 
benefits clauses,” noted Bill 
Freeman, executive director of 
the National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA). 
“Now, however, market forces 
have created competition that 
gives people living with HIV 
real choices when they plan 
their future.” 

“It is our belief that wide 
availability of viatical settle¬ 
ments is vital to avoiding desti¬ 
tution for many of our clients,” 
said Scherzer. He pointed to 
action taken to exempt these 
payments from taxation by New 
York State and New York City. 
“We believe the same exemp¬ 
tion to be desirable in the feder¬ 
al tax code.” 

McCormack “strongly rec- 
ommend[ed] that proceeds of 
life insurance policy viatication 
be treated identically with 
accelerated death benefits in 
being made exempt from feder¬ 
al taxation ... whatever their 
age, and not just to those over 
65 ... we strongly urge that the 
life expectancy horizon be set 
at two or three years.” 

Chairman Bill Archer (R- 
TX) issued an opening state¬ 
ment supportive of tax exempt 
treatment of both programs. 
The Republican members in 
attendance all seemed general¬ 
ly supportive, with the 
Democrats divided. 

Barbara Kennedy (D-CN), 
whose Hartford district is home 
to several of the nation’s largest 
life insurance companies, 
joined in support of tax exemp¬ 
tion for accelerated benefits. 
But she vociferously attacked 
the idea of extending similar 
treatment to viatical settle¬ 
ments. Hers is a position con¬ 
sistent with that of the insur¬ 
ance industry. 

The bill is part of the 
“Contract with America” that 
Republicans hope to push 
through Congress in the first 
100 days of GOP leadership. 
While it seems likely that posi¬ 
tive language will come out of 
committee and pass the House 
of Representatives, there is as 
yet no clear picture of what 
may happen in the Senate. ▼

UCLA: Evidence ‘Strongly Suggests 
(HIV)...Is Directly Causing’ AIDS

Researchers from the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles said Wednesday, 
January 25 they have completed 
studies that show a direct con¬ 
nection between AIDS progres¬ 
sion and the amount of HIV in 
the blood, and were optimistic 
their findings may open up new 
avenues for therapies. 

“We have confirmed in a 
controlled study that when a 
person’s CD4 cell count goes 
down, the amount of virus in the 
blood goes up,” said Dr. Jerome 
Zack, assistant professor of 
medicine-hematology and 
oncology at UCLA School of 
Medicine and co-author of the 
report published in the journal 
AIDS Research and Human 
Retroviruses. 

CD4 cells, which stimulate 
the body’s other cells to battle 
infections, are the primary tar¬ 
gets infected and killed by HIV. 

“This finding is significant in 
that it directly associates disease 


progression with viral replica¬ 
tion,” according to Zack. “If a 
therapy can be developed to 
reduce the amount of virus, dis¬ 
ease progression might then be 
halted.” 

The researchers studied HIV 
levels in some 200 HIV-positive 
gay men over a period of ten 
years, at different rates of AIDS 
progression. Eight patients were 
followed for a prolonged period 
at six-month intervals, which 
the researchers said enabled 
them to study what happens to 
the virus in relation to the dis¬ 
ease. 

“Prior to this study, there 
were still a number of people 
who believed that what caused 
people to lose CD4 cells may be 
something that is not HIV-relat¬ 
ed,” Zack said. “Some 
researchers feel the virus could 
trigger the host to respond 
against itself in an aberrant 
immune reaction. There are 
even a few individuals who 
think HIV doesn’t cause the dis¬ 
ease at all. 

“What my colleagues and I 


are showing is a direct relation¬ 
ship between the severity of 
HIV disease and the amount of 
virus in the body, which strong¬ 
ly suggests that it is the virus 
that is directly causing the dis¬ 
ease,” Zack said. 

“In suggesting HIV is 
involved in disease progression, 
the next logical assumption 
from this data is that if you can 
control the virus, you can con¬ 
trol the disease, which hasn’t 
always been clear,” said Dr. Eric 
Daar of Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center in Los Angeles, principal 
investigator of the study. 

“We have always assumed 
that if the virus causes the dis¬ 
ease, let’s treat it. Since to date 
there are no great treatments for 
HIV, it is hard to prove this 
hypothesis,” Daar said. 

“Our study supports the fact 
that if we could get a handle on 
controlling the virus, we may be 
able to control the disease.” 

Scientists have been trying to 
figure out why some people 
experience rapid disease pro¬ 
gression while others do not.

In an interview with United Press International, 
Jeffrey Safrit of New York University School of 
Medicine said the “take-home message” of the 
study is that there is a “delicate balance between 
the amount of virus and the immune response to 
it.” 

Safrit, one of the study’s authors, said the 
“invaluable” part of what researchers learned was 
that “apparently, in some cases, you have a combi¬ 
nation of a weakened virus and a strong immune 
response.” 

He said that in those situations, it appears some 
people could live almost indefinitely with HIV, and 
if researchers can understand how they do it, they 
might be able to come up with a treatment that 
could save lives. 

“There is this idea that if you have the virus, 
then you are inevitably going to die after ten years 
of so,” he said. “But we have patients who have 
had HIV for 15 years, and they are doing just fine. 
So the question is ‘Why?’” 


In a second study also appearing in the medical 
journal, investigators led by Dr. Giuseppe Pantaleo 
of the National Institutes of Health said they fol¬ 
lowed 15 people who were infected with HIV, but 
also remained free of disease for “many years.” 

The researchers said their findings suggested 
that “persistent, low-level viral replication is not 
necessarily associated with the progression of the 
disease” if it can somehow be controlled over a 
period of time. 

They said that understanding the “importance 
of these factors may prove to be critical to the 
development and testing of vaccines and therapeu¬ 
tic strategies.” 

In an editorial accompanying both studies, 
David Baltimore of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in Cambridge, Massachusetts, said the 
“irony of this awful disease” is that someone’s 
immune system can be effective enough to prevent 
secondary infections - such as pneumonia but not 
HIV itself. 

Baltimore suggested that the new studies, com¬ 
bined with research involving primates, could 
eventually lead to the development of an AIDS 
vaccine. ▼

“The statement of Paras that my client 
was lax in his duties is untrue and harmful to 
his reputation. It is defamation under 
California law. Paras’s disclosure of Mr. 
Ansley’s AIDS status violates both 
California’s Health and Safety Code, which 
specifically prohibits the disclosure of anoth¬ 
er’s HIV status, and the California 
Constitution’s Privacy clause, which pro¬ 
hibits the unnecessary dissemination of 
information collected by employers on their 
employees. Because Ms. Paras made these 
statements as an NGLTF employee, the orga¬ 
nization is responsible for them. 

“As a result of these discriminatory acts, 
my client has suffered monetarily and emo¬ 
tionally. He will be entitled to his out of 
pocket losses for loss of reputation, emotion¬ 
al distress damages, and punitive damages.” 

The letter closed by outlining terms of set¬ 
tlement to avoid legal action. They included 
1 ) $20,000 compensation; 2) a full-page ad 
in The Advocate apologizing in “specific lan¬ 
guage to be agreed upon in advance by the 
parties”; and 3) that Paras “be required to 
participate in at least ten hours of sensitivity 
training on people with AIDS and the 
Americans with Disabilities Act.” It request¬ 
ed a response by February 3. ▼

after the issue was widely reported 
in the national news. 

After spending the day under 
fire, unable to quell the controver¬ 
sy, Armey took to the floor to 
make a formal apology, lashing 
out at the media and his critics and 
insisting his actual words were 
misreported. 

“The media and others are 
reporting this as if it were inten¬ 
tional, and it was not. I repeat, this 
was nothing more than the unin¬ 
tentional mispronunciation of 
another person’s name that sound¬ 
ed like it was something that it 
was not.” He said the media twist¬ 
ed his words into “a firestorm.” 

Armey said the manner in 
which the incident has been 
reported is best summed up in a 
one-word phrase of the song 
“Cotton-Eyed Joe.” The phrase, 
which Armey left unsaid, is, 
“Bullshit. Bullshit.” 

Frank told reporters Armey 
assured him he “did not mean to 
say it” and “didn’t like the word.” 
But the Massachusetts lawmaker 
said, nevertheless, he was “very 
disturbed.” 

Even though Armey said his 
comment was unintentional, 
Frank said the fact that the 
Republican referred to him as a 
“fag” is proof “the word is floating 
around ... and being used in wings 
of the Republican Party.” 

“The fact that he said it is 
reflective of the prejudice that’s in 
the air,” Frank said. 

Before he was able to listen to 
the recording of Armey’s com¬ 
ments, Frank said, “I honestly 
believe, no, he did not mean to say 
it ... but on the other hand it was 
not a total accident.” 

But after hearing the tape, he 
said, “I am more disturbed after 
having listened to it than before.” 

Armey, during his defense on the 


floor, said, “I condemn the use of 
such slurs. After I heard about how 
the story was being covered, I called 
Congressman Frank and told him of 
my stumbling over his name and I 
apologized for the perception that I 
was even thinking of such terms.” 

Several Democrats held a news 
conference to denounce Armey. 
“This Republican leadership seems 
to have a habit of calling their polit¬ 
ical opponents names,” said 
Representative John Lewis, D-Ga. 

Washington Democratic 
Representative Jim McDermott, 
who is a psychiatrist, expressed 
disgust and said while Armey dis¬ 
misses the comment as a slur, 
“slips of the tongue are revealing 
what is really inside.” 

Dole, asked during a news con¬ 
ference for his reaction to Armey’s 
comments, said, “He shouldn’t 
have said it. He apologized.” 

In his rambling defense on the 
floor, Armey said, “I take strong 
exception to the airing of the tape 
and even the transcribing of a 
stumbled word as if it were an 
intentional personal attack and take 
this exception especially in light of 
the fact that I went to the press who 
had the tape and explained to them 
... that I had simply mispronounced 
the name and did not need any psy¬ 
choanalysis about ... my Freudian 
predilections.” 

Frank, known for his quick wit 
and intelligence, quipped that 
“there are various ways to mispro¬ 
nounce my name ... that is one of 
the least common.” 

He said Armey’s reference to 
him as a “fag” is “a problem and it 
is disturbing” but will probably “not 
affect my future working relation¬ 
ship” with the Republican leader. 

White House spokesman Mike 
McCurry, asked about Armey’s 
comment, said: “It’s dispiriting 
when that type of extreme lan¬ 
guage is used in a public discourse, 
but I believe that Representative 
Frank has had a retort to that that is 
probably an apt response.” V

20 per cent of the women who 
did not receive regular care 
gave economic reasons (a less 
frequent problem in Canada), 
“50 per cent of them had other 
reasons,” states Haynes, “like 
poor treatment, assumption 
that they were heterosexual, 
on and on and on.” 

Haynes says she never 
claimed that lesbians have a 
one in three chance of devel¬ 
oping breast cancer. This 
inflated misquote was pub¬ 
lished, she says, by a sensa¬ 
tionalists reporter with poor 
arithmetic skills. Contrary to 
some media statements, 
Haynes’s work in the area of 
lesbians and breast cancer has 
not yet been published 
although she’s hoping to have 
it ready for publication in the 
near future. 

Also, Haynes only applies 
her conclusions to lesbians 
over 50 who fall into the one 
or more of the high risk cate¬ 
gories she outlines. Younger 
lesbians are now more apt to 
have children and may live in 
less homophobic climates, 
reducing both their mistrust of 
doctors and their inducements 
to drink heavily. 

Nonetheless, some lesbian 
critics question Haynes’s con¬ 
clusions. They point out that 
the subjects in the studies 
Haynes refers to were not 
selected randomly. Rather, the 
women involved in the surveys 
were solicited through local 
gay and lesbian newspapers, 
community centers, groups 
and organizations. Clearly 
then, these women are not rep¬ 
resentative of all lesbians over 
50. 

Haynes responds that it is 
extremely difficult to obtain 


the funding necessary to con¬ 
duct random samplings of les¬ 
bians. She notes that even if 
funding were available, many 
women would not feel com¬ 
fortable revealing their sexual 
orientation to researchers. “All 
we can say is that, based on the 
people who have been willing 
to fill out questionnaires, in all 
kinds of different studies, we 
get 70 to 80 per cent of les¬ 
bians [over 50] telling us that 
they have not borne children. 
... We get large numbers of 
older lesbians ... telling us that 
they are drinking heavily, three 
to four drinks a day. That’s 
taken from all sorts of samples. 
When you see consistent 
results... epidemiologically we 
can say that there is probably 
an association [between les¬ 
bianism and risk of breast can¬ 
cer].” 

Even if the facts garnered 
from these studies are accu¬ 
rate, many cancer activists 
believe that personal risks are 
minimal compared with the 
approximately 70 to 80 per¬ 
cent of breast cancer cases 
probably caused by environ¬ 
mental factors. Cancer 
researchers and activists 
debate whether emphasis 
should be placed on personal 
risks such as those outlined by 
Haynes, or on environmental 
hazards. Those who empha¬ 
size environmental concerns 
assert that a lesbian whose life 
does not increase her risks 
could still develop breast can¬ 
cer due to toxins in the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Haynes says that it’s “not 
true” that 80 percent of breast 
cancer cases can be attributed 
to environmental causes. 
“There are publications out 
there that show that about 54 
per cent of all breast cancer 
incidences can be explained by 
the many factors that I’ve told 


you.” However, many publica¬ 
tions state that, indeed, 70 to 
80 per cent of cases are due to 
“unknown” and presumed 
environmental causes. This 
too, then, is open to debate. 

Many lesbians doubt the fig¬ 
ures indicating that older les¬ 
bians are more apt to drink 
heavily than are heterosexual 
women. Haynes believes that 
such skepticism is a sort of 
“denial” of the social differ¬ 
ences between lesbians and 
straight women. This denial, 
says Haynes, “is one of the 
huge barriers we face in trying 
to get any research [of lesbian 
health issues] at the National 
Institutes of Health.” The lead¬ 
ers of cancer institutions, says 
Haynes, do not believe that les¬ 
bians could have any health 
issues that differ from those of 
straight women and if “the les¬ 
bian community is not willing 
to admit that there are differ¬ 
ences between lesbians and 
heterosexuals, they can forget 
about getting any funding for 
studies of that population. ... I 
say, let’s open up. Let’s talk 
about it and then let’s do some¬ 
thing about it. Let’s not put our 
heads in the sand and pretend 
we’re not at risk when obvious¬ 
ly the risk factors are greater.” 

Regardless of the criti¬ 
cisms of Haynes’s assertions, 
her work opens up some 
important questions and 
issues. Are lesbians at greater 
risk for breast cancer? Are 
older lesbians drinking heavi¬ 
ly, and if they are, what are the 
causes? Are lesbians receiving 
proper ob/gyn care? And, 
most importantly, why do we 
not yet have clear answers to 
any of these questions? V

The Answer

ti p i he suicide of 17-year- 

•r old E.J. Byington Jr. is 

P the third one to impact 
my family this month. 
January is generally a high mor¬ 
tality month, particularly in the 
AIDS community. The emotion¬ 
al aftermath of the winter holi¬ 
days traditionally results in the 
highest suicide rate of the year, 
but it rarely gets this bad. 

It began last month when a 
friend of ours deliberately OD’d 
on heroin. It continued with the 
death of Mark Finch, moving 
force behind the SF gay film 
festival, a couple of weeks ago. 
And it has peaked (goddess 
willing) with the recent suicide 
of Byington, the teenager who 
made headlines when he walked 
out of his fundamentalist church 
to join gay rights activists pick¬ 
eting it. 

A popular, if apocryphal, 
story relates that a Worshipful 
Acolyte asked an Expiring 
Genius on her deathbed: “What 
is the answer?” The E. G. 
reportedly sat up, asked “What 
was the question?” and died. 
Suicide, all too often, is the 
answer to that insistent ques¬ 
tion: How do you live a sane life 
in a crazy world? 

I don’t know why, in the spe¬ 
cific sense, any of these three 
people chose to end their lives. 
But I know well enough the gen¬ 
eral pressures that drove them to 
it. And while I mourn the loss of 
them all and resent any “extra” 


deaths above and beyond the 
unceasing toll AIDS takes from 
our ranks, I can’t say with com¬ 
plete certainty that their actions 
were unreasonable. 

E.J. had made a lot of 
progress in leaving a repressive 
background and finding himself, 
but in all honesty, the odds were 
stacked against him and his 
prospects were, at best, cloudy. 
For him and for all gay and les¬ 
bian people, but particularly 
teenagers, death is constantly

presented as the obvious solu¬ 
tion to homosexuality. It is esti¬ 
mated that up to one-third of 
teenage suicides are motivated 
by concerns about sexual orien¬ 
tation. This is sad, but what’s 
scary is that our society almost 
consciously accepts this as 
preferable to having those kids 
grow up to be gay. 

Traditional solution 

Byington was an exception 
that proved the rule: Teenagers 
aren’t allowed to be gay. This is 
the unwritten law that gay-affir¬ 
mative education was designed 
to challenge, and it is why these 
programs are attacked so 
viciously by the religious right. 
Teenagers occupy a legal limbo, 
less entitled to the protection 
given infants yet less endowed 
with legal rights and privileges 
than adults.

Children are essentially the 
chattel of their parents. If you 
disagree with your parents, they 
have the right to punish you, 
physically if they wish. As long 
as they don’t kill you, they’re 
within the law, which is particu¬ 
larly tolerant of religiously 
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motivated domestic violence. 
Verily, does not the Bible speak 
thusly: “Spare the rod and spoil 
the child?” (Which, alas, isn’t 
intended as a ban on artificial 
insemination.) Christian 
Scientist parents who fatally 
denied their three-year-old son 
the antibiotics that would have 
saved his life were recently 
found guilty of child endanger- 
ment, but they mounted quite a 
defense on the basis of their reli¬ 
gious beliefs. 

So if a 15-year-old decides 
he or she is gay but the parents 
disagree, the parents have the 
right to impose their analysis of 
the situation and apply the 
appropriate remedy. As the 
questions diverge, so do the 
answers. A teen asking “How 
can I come out?” generates one 
range of solutions; parents ask¬ 
ing “How can I reclaim my 
child’s mind from Satan’s grip?” 
find an exponentially greater 
number of chilling possibilities 
ready at hand. 

Thus there are certainly thou¬ 
sands, if not tens of thousands, 
of teenagers being held in pri¬ 
vate psychiatric hospitals 
because of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. This is quite literally an 
example of sane people trying to 
survive in a crazy place, but 
until they reach full legal adult¬ 
hood, they have no right to free¬ 
dom, to sex, or to sanity. 

This ban on teenage sexuali¬ 
ty means that a gay identity is 
strictly an adult privilege (some 
would argue that it’s largely a 
middle-class and white privilege 
as well). If you happen to be a 
gay teenager, you’re confronted 
with a situation where you’re 
essentially denied an identity 
and, implicitly, a soul. The solu¬ 
tion for that condition is tradi¬ 
tionally suicide. And just in case 
you miss the message, virtually 
every book, movie and TV show 
which portrays young queers 
presents them as miserable and 
doomed to early death. 

Discouraging question 

The resources available to 
gay youth are few and far 
between, and likely to diminish 
rather than increase in the near 
future. The gay and lesbian 
community, thoroughly spooked 


by the ever-present charge of 
molestation, has largely turned 
its back on its teenagers; again, 
E.J.’s highly publicized case, 
where his own courageous 
action sparked a vigorous 
response from the broader com¬ 
munity, is an exception that 
proves the rule. 

The only national organiza¬ 
tion advocating for gay 
teenagers is the infamous and 
universally ostracized North 
American Man/Boy Love 
Association. They are accused, 
perhaps plausibly, of having 
rather too much self-interest in 
the cause - but who else is 
espousing it? What gay or les¬ 
bian person has the nerve and 
security to express an active 
interest in the welfare of an 
underage queer? 

There are two gay/lesbian 
high schools in the country (one 
in New York City and one in 
LA), and their combined popu¬ 
lation numbers in the low 
dozens. A handful of school dis¬ 
tricts in liberal areas have gay- 
affirmative education programs. 
(San Francisco, notably, does 
not; the most recent attempt to 
establish one was vetoed by a 
closeted homosexual school 
administrator.) We can expect 
even these to be eliminated in 
the near future, savaged by 
attacks from the Republican 
Contractors With America on 
the national level and backed by 
fundamentalist “stealth” candi¬ 
dates on local school boards. 

Where will it all end? At the 
very least, with more suicides; 
at the very worst, the concentra¬ 
tion camps - starting with the 
PWAs, whose “tainted blood” 
constitutes a de facto deadly 
threat in the crazed eyes of the 
mainstream. 

Maybe it won’t get that bad. 
But I’ll bet it gets worse before 
it gets better. If you think things 
are just a little screwed up, that 
the world is generally a decent 
place and getting better, and that 
after a few more years of lobby¬ 
ing for our rights and educating 
the public liberation will occur, 
you should ask E.J. what he 
thinks. 

He’s already given his 
answer. It was as discouraging as 
the questions he confronted. T

AIDS Action 101: An ACT UP Primer 
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AIDS activism isn't all just lying about, despite how things look at this ACT UP die-in. 
Serious advocacy requires paper and pencils and phonework, too.

People give a lot of reasons 
for not being an AIDS activist: 
among them, a lack of time, 
energy, and black clothing. But 
there are even more reasons, and 
better reasons to learn how to be 
an activist. First is the conserva¬ 
tive right’s contract with 
America, which is really a con¬ 
tract on you and most things les¬ 
bians and gay men believe in. 
Parts of the contract may not 
seem evil, but check the fine 
print. 

A balanced budget appears 
admirable, but Anne Donnelley 
with Treatment Action Network 
views it differently: ‘To propose 
a balanced budget amendment 
without giving the American 
public a clear picture of where 
domestic spending cuts will 
occur is deceptive public poli¬ 
cy.” In cutting an estimated 
$200 billion, she predicts, AIDS 
services, cancer and AIDS 
research. Social Security, 
Medicare, and Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children will 
all be under assault. Ditto the 
NEA, PSS, and college funding. 
Who needs enlightenment, 
knowledge, job skills, health¬ 
care, housing, and food? 
Donnelley continues, “The bud¬ 
get will most likely be balanced 
on the backs of the most disen¬ 
franchised populations, the sick 
and the poor. It is our responsi¬ 
bility to do all we can to prevent 
that from happening.” 

Here’s some of what you’ll 
need to know, assemble, and 
manifest: 

Good response time 

Activism doesn’t require a 
lot of time or effort, if it’s orga¬ 
nized. AIDS organizations fre¬ 
quently respond to impending 
budget cuts, discriminatory leg¬ 
islation, or other emergencies, 
by issuing “Action Alerts.” The 
AIDS Coffee Klatch, a new 
endeavor that focuses on 
responding to alerts, defines an 
AIDS Action Alert as “a notice 
to write, phone, fax, or e-mail 
somebody, like a government 
official, to influence their deci¬ 
sion on an important AIDS 
issue.” Normally the organiza¬ 
tion issuing the alert will have 
researched the legislation and 
condensed it to a page or two, 
with instructions regarding who 
to contact and what to say. 
Alerts frequently must be acted 
upon as soon as possible. 

A “Zap” is much like an 
Action Alert, but with a specific 
target (i.e., a pharmaceutical 
CEO) on a certain day, thereby 
restricting “business as usual.” 
Zaps are usually more sponta¬ 
neous and involve fewer people 
if more surprise, coordination, 
and modern technology. Think 
of zap activists as super hero¬ 
ines/heroes responding instantly 
to a crisis; X-Men in leather 
jackets; Wonder Women with 
automatic redial. 

Regina Aragon of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
emphasizes the value of com¬ 
munity input. “When trying to 
reauthorize the Ryan White bill 
last year, it was great to have 
people calling in support of care 
funding while we were lobbying 
in person. I kept getting com¬ 
ments about the number of calls 
and how they don’t often hear 
from this community.” You 
don’t need to understand every 
detail of an issue to participate. 


Just calling or faxing “Don’t cut 
AIDS funding” is enough. 
Aragon adds, “Those of us who 
lobby Congress on a regular 
basis can fill in the blanks, but 
we need the support from home 
to make the point.” 

A current Rolodex 

Alerts may suggest you call 
certain representatives because 
they influence important com¬ 
mittees. Often alerts will urge 
you to call your representative. 
If your representative already 
appreciates your concerns, call 
anyway. They need to tell their 
colleagues ‘I received 500 calls 
from angry constituents last 
week, who don’t want AIDS 
funding cut.’ If you don’t know 
who your representative is, get 
out the phone book. In front of 
the white pages are listings for 
local, state, and federal govern¬ 
ment offices. There you can find 
your Congressperson, Senator, 
and state reps. Usually they’ll 
list a local phone number. 
Regarding urgent federal issues, 
it’s good to call both the DC and 
local offices. Any 

Congressperson can be reached 
at 202/ 225-3121 (call now!) or 
any Senator at 202/ 224-3121. 
Also request addresses and fax 
numbers. Ask if your represen¬ 
tative has a legislative aide spe¬ 
cializing in AIDS or health 
issues. If possible, speak to that 
person directly and send corre¬ 
spondence to his/her attention. 
Address letters (even to politi¬ 
cians you hate) with appropriate 
titles or they’ll never get past the 
first line. 

The write stuff 

Phone calls are vital, espe¬ 
cially when time is crucial. 
However, letters from individu¬ 
als have the most impact on 
politicians. AIDS Coffee Klatch 
is the brainchild of John James, 
editor and publisher of AIDS 
Treatment News. John envi¬ 
sioned a gathering of friends, 
discussing and responding 
quickly to AIDS issues through 
the most basic form of expres¬ 
sion - the handwritten letter. 
Each person brings pen, paper, 
and an issue. Currently, a group 
meets Sundays 10 a.m.-noon at 
Josie’s Juice Joint. Although 
anyone is welcome to join this 
group, the point of Coffee 
Klatch is that any group of 
friends anywhere can start a 
Coffee Klatch of their own. For 
more information, join one of 
the networks listed below, check 
newspapers such as this for 
alerts, and call the Coffee 
Klatch Hotline at 415/ 241- 
1568. For those zipping along 
the info highway too fast for 
Sunday brunch. Coffee Klatch is 
also on-line and can be reached 
at aidsnews@igc. ape. org. 

Networking skills 

The advocacy networks list¬ 
ed below are all free to join. 
They can provide information 
on important legislative issues 
and tips on how to write or call 
your legislative reps. They can 
also advise you on lobbying in 
person. Several are involved in 
“AlDSwatch” lobby days in DC. 
The last two limit membership 
to California. In other states, 
contact your local AIDS organi¬ 
zation and ask if they are doing 
any policy work. If not, sign 
them up too. Involvement of 
persons with AIDS, families, 
and caregivers is invaluable. 

Human Rights Campaign 


Fund (HRCF) usually focuses 
on lesbian/gay rights issues, but 
also works on HIV/AIDS. 
HRCF coordinates the Federal 
Advocacy Network (FAN) which 
sends monthly “Action Alert” 
newsletters and emergency 
mailings. FAN offers various 
levels of involvement, from “cit¬ 
izen advocate” to 

“Congressional District 

Coordinator.” In California, call 
Randy Allgaier at 415/ 252- 
0164. Or call the HRCF in DC 
at 202/ 628-4160 for your state 
coordinator. 

National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA) 
coordinates the NAPWA 
Advocates Network. In addition 
to addressing national issues.

San Francisco’s Tolerance: 
Never All It’s Cracked Up To Be 


article began. 

Ten men had been arrested in 
“a round up aimed at homosex¬ 
uals” by plainclothes officers 
from the police sex crimes detail 
and a special contingent of 20 
uniformed cops from Central 
and Northern Stations. Scores of 
others had been questioned and 
released. 

Officers swept through 
Union Square, “a favorite pick¬ 
up point for homosexuals,” 
Huntington Square, the Marina, 
Lafayette Square, some hotels 
and saloons frequented by 
“clannish homosexuals,” and 
lower Market Street - where, 
according to the Examiner arti¬ 
cle, “men dressed as women 
parade the sidewalks late at 
night.” 

Two “questionable women” 
had also been nabbed in the 
raids, the story reported. 

Lesbian and gay sex acts 
were still serious criminal 
felonies, punishable by state 
prison terms in 1954, and mis¬ 
demeanor conviction on sexual 
solicitation and lewd conduct 
charges brought public ruin and 
registration as a sex offender. 

Despite an upper-class sheen 
of tolerance and acceptance, the 
true state of local affairs in San 
Francisco has always included 
an underbelly of intolerance and 
repression that reaches as far 
back as the Gold Rush era vigi¬ 
lantes. 

One hundred and five years 
later in 1954, it was business as 
usual. 

San Francisco had absolutely 
no intention of becoming “a 
retreat” for homosexuals, and 
the Examiner reported an expla¬ 
nation by Chief of Police 
Michael Gaffey for the lewd and 
indecent conduct arrests. 

“There has been a marked 
influx recently of homosexuals. 
These are men who are floaters 
from other cities. ... They are 
becoming a menace and we will 
not tolerate the situation,” 
Gaffey promised. 

The law enforcement action 
was the result of top level meet¬ 
ings between District Attorney 
Thomas C. Lynch, Gaffey, and 
Chief Police Inspector James 
English. 

“The raids were only the start 
of the drive to clean the homo¬ 
sexuals from the streets, the 
public rooms, and the parks 
where their actions have become 
intolerably offensive,” the 
Examiner article declared. 

Not satisfied with a news 
piece, the Examiner also began 
a series of editorials about the 
“bad situation.” 

“The police department and 
the district attorney’s office are 
to be commended,” in the 
paper’s opinion, “for their initial 
effort in attempting to clean up 
an unwholesome condition in 
San Francisco.” 

The recruitment lie 

Warning readers that homo¬ 
sexuals are prey to extortion, the 
Examiner warned that “even 
worse, these deviates multiply 
by recruiting teenagers.” 

Asking the courts to step up 
prosecution, the newspaper 
urged the police and DA to keep 
up sustained action to “stop the 
influx” of homosexuals. 

“Too many taverns cater to 
them openly,” it said. “Only 
police action will drive them out

Rent on a deluxe furnished 
room in a good neighborhood 
cost $8 a week, and a shared 
apartment was about $65. Three 
cans of pork and beans at the 
new Safeway on Market near 
Duboce could be had for half a 
buck, and a ten-pound bag of 
potatoes cost 29 cents. 

Swing king Benny Goodman 
had just swung through town, 
and Peruvian songbird Yma 
Sumac and Her Company of 
Twenty had played the Opera 
House in January. The high tick¬ 
et seats went for for $3.60, but 
thrifty Sumac fans made do with 
the cheapest - half price - seats. 

The film Calamity Jane, fea¬ 
turing Doris Day and Howard 
Keel, played the Castro Theatre, 
and the Royal on Polk Street 
showed a double feature of 
William Holden and Eleanor 


Parker in Escape From Fort 
Bravo and Joan Fontaine in 
Decameron Nights. 

In the local news, baseball 
hero Joe Di Maggio had just 
married Marilyn Monroe. A 
front page story in the San 
Francisco Examiner related the 
troubles of a 17-year-old named 
Terence Hallinan and his older 
brother Patrick, who were 
accused of swiping a case of 
beer after brawling with some 
Coast Guard boys at a Marin 
County beach. 

Millionaire socialite John 
Cable Breckenridge’s hopes for 
a sex change operation in 
Denmark were hopelessly 
dashed because of a legal snafu. 
Breckenridge had promised to 
be more glamorous than 
Christine Jorgensen - who, he 
sniped to reporters, “was noth¬ 
ing.” 

The Board of Supervisors 
was entertaining debate about 
revising the cumbersome City 
Charter; MUNI Railway needed 
almost $1 million in repairs, and 
there was serious talk about cur¬ 
tailing some cable car lines and 
ending the California line at Van 
Ness; an estimated $600,000 of 
federal funds had gone to 
finance the fieldwork essential 
to preparing a masterplan for a 
futuristic transit system called 
Bay Area Rapid Transit. 

On a national scene, the hys¬ 


teria about the Communist 
Menace had subsided - a little. 
Red-baiting U.S. Senator Joe 
McCarthy was in trouble with 
the Senate, but in a burst of 
political patriotic fervor never¬ 
theless, the words “under God” 
were added to the Pledge of 
Allegiance. And Caryl 
Chessman was slated for execu¬ 
tion in the gas chamber at San 
Quentin. 

Internationally, the French 
were nursing their wounded on 
the battlefield of Dien Bein Phu 
in a far-away land called 
Indochina. 

Deviates In the news 

But the news of the day that 
concerned San Francisco les¬ 
bians and gays in June 1954 
wasn’t about international 
developments or even the local 
MUNI mess. 

It was the word from city 
leaders that “sex deviates” 
weren’t welcome in San 
Francisco. 

“SF Meeting Places Hit”/ 
“Police Start Drive on Sex 
Deviates,” blared the June 27, 
1954 Examiner. 

“Police, acting with the full 
cooperation of the district attor¬ 
ney’s office, have begun a full 
scale drive to rid San Francisco 
of an unwholesome and offen¬ 
sive condition, it was revealed 
last night,” the front page news 


u 


of the city.” 

Dr. Charles Ertola, the fore¬ 
man of the Grand Jury, support¬ 
ed the crackdown - and so did 
Dr. Karl Bowman, the medical 
superintendant of Langley 
Porter Clinic, who railed against 
“deviates who flaunt their 
homosexuality and for whom no 
cure has been found, for the 
simple reason that they do not 
want a cure.” 

A few weeks later, the Armed 
Forces Disciplinary Board 
chimed in, and notified five tav¬ 
erns that it suspected them of 
being taverns “frequented by 
deviates” - and might make 
them off limits to military per¬ 
sonnel. 

Two of the taverns, the 
Crystal Bowl on Market Street 
and Lena’s Burger Basket, got 
letters of warning, and two were 
placed on 30-day observation by 
the board, but the owners of The 
Rocket Club at 230 
Leavenworth Street were sum¬ 
moned to answer charges that 
the club was “a haven for female 
homosexuals.” 

By August, though, Gaffey 
wasn’t satisfied with the crack¬ 
down and decided to take it a 
step further. 

After the owners of the 181 
Club, located at 181 Eddy 
Street, applied for a liquor 
license, Gaffey protested the 
hands-off-gay-bars policy by the 
State Board of Equalization, 
which issued liquor licenses. 

The board adopted the policy 
after a 1951 State Supreme 
Court decision that ruled the 
license of The Black Cat, a pop¬ 
ular San Francisco bar, couldn’t 
be suspended just because it was 
a “hangout for persons of homo¬ 
sexual tendencies.” There had to 
be evidence “of illegal or 
immoral conduct” in the bars 
before the state could revoke the 
license. 

Not enough was being done 
by police, the Examiner editori¬ 
alized in September, 1994. 

Methedrine-fueled 
lezbo teens 

Two high school girls were 
allegedly sold methedrine at 
Tommy’s Place, a North Beach 
lesbian bar, the paper said. “Last 
June, the Examiner raised the 
question of a mass influx of sex 
deviates to San Francisco. 
Gaffey called for action then. 
Has the drive fizzled out?” it 
decried. 

But by May 1955, it was 
clear that Gaffey’s protests to 
the State Board of Equalization 
had not fallen on deaf ears. 

Frank Fullenwider, area 
administrator for the newly- 
formed State Department of 
Alcohol Beverage Control “for¬ 
mally declared war on homo¬ 
sexual bars in San Francisco,” 
the Examiner reported on May 
25, 1955. 

It wasn’t just a war on bars, it 
was a war on homosexuals. 

Fullenwider was acting “in 
concert” with a police drive 
begun two weeks earlier - that 
had been initiated by acting 
Chief of Police George Healy. 

Fullenwider’s “militant 
stand” included the use of 
undercover agents in homosexu¬ 
al bars to obtain evidence of 
heinous crimes such as “men 
dancing with one another, men

wearing lipstick, men making indecent 
overtures or proposals to other men” - 
and most serious of all, ’’degenerate acts 
being practiced on the premises.” 

Several bars in Oakland and San Jose 
were also targeted in joint operations by 
police and ABC agents. 

In San Francisco, 22 bars, parks, and 
“lonely parking places” were under 
police patrol in a “renewed drive on 
homosexuals.” 

San Francisco police were instructed 
to question young persons about their 


ages, and “known or obvious homosexu¬ 
als” should be questioned and their 
names, addresses and places of employ¬ 
ment recorded as a deterent. 

No lesbian or gay person wanted 
exposure in the climate of fear and hyste¬ 
ria, wanted their bosses to know they had 
been stopped and questioned - or worse, 
arrested by police on “morals charges.” 

In an all-out effort to harass and intmi- 
date gay citizens, police sergeants advised 
their patrol officers to park their vehicles 
in front of “homosexual hangouts” at 
closing time and make as many arrests as 
possible - even on simple drunk charges. 

“Obvious homosexuals of the effemi¬ 
nate type are to be stopped on the streets 


and questioned,” the Examiner said of the 
police policies. 

By June, the state ABC undercover 
effort and police crackdown had been 
sucesssful, and charges had been formal¬ 
ly drafted against four more bars includ¬ 
ing the Black Cat at 710 Montgomery, 
The Paper Doll at 524 Union Street, and 
The Copper Lantern in North Beach. 

And the police crackdowns continued. 
They continue to this day. 

Forty years later, on New Year’s Day 
1995, the relationship between the San 
Francisco Police Department and the 
State Alcohol Beverage Control remains 
entrenched. So much so that ABC offi¬ 
cers, encamped at Southern Police 


Station as part of a joint task force, would 
respond to calls for assistance by police 
raiding a private party hosted by a gay 
man at 938 Harrison Street. The police 
crashed the party on the grounds that it 
constituted an illegal nightclub. 

During the 1995 police action, ABC 
officers and San Francisco police were 
accused of numerous acts of violence 
against people leaving the event. 
Complainants reported that officers also 
used anti-gay slurs.

The times, they aren’t a- 
changing. That’s why the 
Whitney Museum exhibit. Black 
Male: Representations of 

Masculinity in Contemporary 
American Art, which runs 
through March 5 in New York, 
has led to such high expecta¬ 
tions. 

Some of those expectations 
were met, according to Paula 
Giddings, who recently wrote in 
The New York Times, “This is a 
propitious moment for an exhi¬ 
bition on black male representa¬ 
tion, despite the fact that some 
will see it as anachronistic, even 
racist. (‘Have you ever heard of 
a show about white masculini¬ 
ty?’ huffed an art curator.) But 
the artist’s search for the icons, 
the markers, that distinguish 
black men as a class, is a poten¬ 
tially illuminating exercise .- 
especially in a post-segregation 
era when not only color but gen¬ 
der and class remain highly 
racialized categories.” 

As part of the exhibit, the 
Whitney’s screening room 
offers up films whose themes 
resonate throughout this show: 
Looking for Langston, Car 
Wash, SuperModel (You Better 
Work), Time Out: The Truth 
About HIV, AIDS and You, 
Streamers, Paris Is Burning and 
The Boys in the Band. 

Scattered over one floor in 
helter-skelter fashion are almost 
70 works by 29 artists, black 
and white, male and female, gay 
and straight. Seldom do any 
bash you over the head with 
uplifting anger, brilliance of 
concept or artistic genius. In 
fact, in 35 or so minutes, you’ll 
have consumed the whole of 
curator Thelma Golden’s vision 
and want more. 


One of the more striking 
works here is Renee Cox’s It 
Shall Be Named - a series of 11 
photographs of parts of a naked 
black man in crucifix position a 
la a David Hockney collage. All 
the imagery lacks is a penis. 
Program notes explain that “the 
figure ... provides a chilling 
allusion to a figure of a lynched 
man (after a lynching, the mob 
would often cut off the victim’s 
penis).” 

Weems, Koons 
and Simmons 

A few feet away, Carrie Mae 
Weems supplied a series of six 
china plates entitled 
Commemorating. Each features 
a phrase imprinted upon it. One 
reads: “Every black man who 
lives to see twenty-one.” 
Another: “Every black woman 
who stood in back, alongside 
and in front of every black man, 
making sure they took care of 
business.” A third: “Medgar 
Evers ... Malcolm X ... 
Muhammad Ali ... For seeing 
the vision.” 

Walking counterclockwise 
you’ll be greeted by Jeffrey 
Koons’ Nikes ad Moses, plus 
Mel Chin’s Impotent Victory. 
The latter is a modified high-top 
sneaker with two heels but only 
one toe area. Get it? Blacks are 
big in basketball, but what has 
that got them? 

Another sports satire is Gary 
Simmons’ Step Into the Arena 
(The Essentialist Trap), a large 
boxing ring with numerous pairs 
of business shoes attached to it. 

There is also a healthy repre¬ 
sentation of the same old Robert 
Mapplethorpe snaps of Ken 
Moody, Derrick Cross, plus 
other models and their burgeon¬ 
ing sex organs. Critic Essex 
Hemphill accused the late pho¬ 
tographer of perpetuating 
“racial stereotypes constructed 


around sexuality 
Mapplethorpe’s eye pays special 
attention to the penis - at the 
expense of showing us the sub¬ 
ject’s face, and thus, a whole 
person. It is virtually impossible 
to view Mapplethorpe’s photos 
of black males and avoid con¬ 
fronting the issues of exploita¬ 
tion and objectification.” 

Crossing the Delaware 

Possibly the most openly 
gay-identified work is Lyle 
Ashton Harris’ Constructs, 
composed of four 6’ by 4’ 
gelatin silver prints. Each dis¬ 
plays a full-body view of a 
black figure in various stages 
of dress and undress. The first 
shot features what looks like a 
beautiful woman in tulle look¬ 
ing straight at you. That she’s a 
man whose genitals are 
exposed takes a while to regis¬ 
ter. By the time you reach the 
fourth print of the series, you 
see the back of a bewigged 
man looking away from you. Is 
this because without his total 
drag to protect him, he’s too 
vulnerable? Or maybe he’s just 
had enough of your damn 
probing? 

Humorous and to the point is 


Robert Colescott’s George 
Washington Carver Crossing 
the Delaware: Page From 
American History. A spoof on 
Emanuel Leutze’s famous ren¬ 
dering of Washington Crossing 
the Delaware, his rickety boat 
shows a uniformed Carver being 
rowed to shore by every black 
stereotype you can think of: the 
mammy, the minstrel player, the 
white uniformed chef, the town 
drunk with jug in hand and the 
barefooted good-for-nuthin’ 
who spends his days fishing. 
Colescott pricks the myths and 
fantasies about the blacks who 
are part of our history, while 
simultaneously making us ques¬ 
tion whether Leutze’s painting, 
or those of any other white male 
artist, is supplying us with the 
whole truth. 

Even more blunt in their 
depiction of stereotyping and 
bigotry are Glenn Ligon’s paint¬ 
ings. His 1993 effort. Cocaine 
(Pimps), in orange lettering on a 
red canvas, tells this tale: 
“Niggers be holding them dicks 
too. White people go ‘Why you 
guys hold your things?’ Say 
‘You done took everything else 
motherfucker.’ ” Need more be 
said. ▼

'A Man of No Importance' 

That Finney Feeling 


A Man 
of No 
Importance 
opens 
February 3 
throughout 
the Bay 
Area.

lbert Finney is a master of the 
outsized performance. His emo¬ 
tions always seem larger than 
the narratives designed to con¬ 
tain them. Hence it’s easier to remember 
him not in terms of discrete portrayals but 
as a continuum of heaving sighs, dramatic 
vocal crescendos, painful squints and win¬ 
some smiles stretching all too predictably 
over four long decades. Doubtless, he is 
some kind of genius, as only he could pos¬ 
sibly make watchable such dreary duds as 
Under the Volcano and Shoot the Moon. 

Now Finney is back in a new film, A 
Man of No Importance, directed by first¬ 
time feature film director Suri 
Krishnamma from a script by Barry 
Devlin. Despite the laudable efforts of both 
writer and director, the film falls short of 
its vaunted, psychologically ambitious 
aims. There’s something too calculated in 
its message, and its view of homosexuals 
and sexual repression is naive to say the 
least. 

At the center of the film is Alfie Byrne 
(Finney), a closeted gay man in his sixties, 
who lives with his pinched and bitter sister 
Lily (Brenda Fricker) in a working-class 
district of Dublin, Ireland. The year is 
1963 and homos are far from safe. 

By day, Alfie works as a bus conductor 
shepherding crusty locals to and from 
work. The passengers love Alfie, for he lifts 
their spirits with the poetry and witticisms 
of Oscar Wilde, who, naturally, is closeted 
Alfie’s favorite scribe. By night, this collec¬ 
tion of human casualties meets at a church, 
where they attempt to produce Wilde’s 
plays, apparently always unsuccessfully. 

When Adele Rice (Tara Fitzgerald), an 
attractive newcomer, steps aboard Alfie’s 
bus, he decides he’s got the perfect star (“a 
luuuvely vuuurgin”) with whom to mount 
Wilde’s “masterpiece,” Salome. But no 
sooner is the cast selected and rehearsals 
begun when the town butcher, Ivor Carney 
(Michael Gambon), whom Alfie wisely 
casts as King Herod, discovers the “sala¬ 
cious” nature of Wilde’s play and attempts 
to shut down the production. 

As things inevitably fall apart around 
him, Alfie, who’s taken emotional refuge 
in Adele’s youthful beauty and seeming 
innocence, transfers Salome’s dream of 
sexual liberation to his own unhappy situa¬ 
tion. Inspired, Alfie begins to emerge from 
the closet, but when he does finally throw 
open the door, it’s with tragic results. 

Sentimental 

This all sounds very deep, but the final 
product has a routine, by-the-numbers feel, 
like someone describing how to write a mas¬ 
terpiece using a formula but without under¬ 
standing that emotional arcs must be felt. In 


place of real emotions, the director and 
writer have substituted artificial ones, PBS 
style sentiments that guarantee the maxi¬ 
mum number of plaintive sighs and subtle 
yucks. 

The cast doesn’t help much. They’re all 
looking for Oscars, or whatever the British 
equivalent is. Alfie’s coming out process is 
aided, at least on paper, by his Salome’s 
blossoming lust. But Tara Fitzgerald’s 
Adele (not to mention her Salome) is 
appallingly empty. She’s simply not com¬ 
plicated enough to trigger Alfie’s emotion¬ 
al rock slide; she’s just plain boring. 

Worse is Finney, who, for lack of 
knowing how to invest reality in a cartoon 
character, is so mawkishly appealing 
throughout that sadness and mirth become 
strangely indistinguishable, merging as 
they often do in his performances into a 
string of empty clown-like expressions 
that only he is capable of producing. His 
one scene of anguish, when he comes out 
to Lily near film’s end, produces the only 
real grief we see in the film, and it’s all too 
short. 

When the cast isn’t busy charming us to 
death, it’s Krishnamma’s heavy-handed 
direction that weighs things down. For 
example, when Alfie chooses Carney to 
play King Herod in his Salome, 
Krishnamma is so bent on the audience 
getting the cuteness of a butcher playing a 
butcher that he shows Carney in the char- 
cuterie wearing a bloodied apron not once, 
but twice, the second time waving a pig’s 
head about like it’s a flagon of ale. “Let me 
get this out of your way,” he says to Lily, 
throwing the gory stiff over his shoulder. 
Whatever happened to good taste? 

Suicidal gourmet 

Fans of A Man of No Importance will 
defend this film by saying that it shows how 
far homosexuals have come that movies are 
being made about the sad ways we used to 
live. But a clear indication that repression is 
the preferred status of the homosexual is as 
close as the surface of this film. The proof is 
in the pudding: When Alfie emerges from the 
closet, he is badly beaten; his passionate love 
for a young bus driver (Rufus Sewell) goes 
unrequited; and he’s utterly incompetent at 
everything except cooking and quoting Oscar 
Wilde. Hell, he can’t even commit suicide, 
which he attempts at film’s end by stepping 
into a two-foot deep stream. He emerges 
from the water moments later, but only with 
the aid of a woman (half his hulking size) 
who apologizes for laughing in his face. Alfie 
laughs too, because he knows he is pathetic. 

A Man of No Importance attempts to put 
a happy face on a serious subject, but most 
of us, straight and gay, know that sexual 
repression isn’t pretty. We also know there 
was never a person quite as happy about 
being repressed as the unreal Alfie Byrne. ▼

Girls Up Front 

Whoopi's Lesbian Soup Du Jour

t here are moments in 
Boys on the Side when 
you want to slap both 
director Herbert Ross 
and screenwriter Don Roos. The 
most frustrating instance occurs 
at the film’s finale, when Ross 
assembles a virtual United 
Nations of grinning do-gooders 
at the home of a dying AIDS 
patient; the camera does a 360- 
degree sweep of this PC room 
and Whoopi Goldberg warbles a 
Karen Carpenter song. One can 
only assume that Diana Ross 
was unwilling to commit to a 
rendition of “Reach Out and 
Touch.” 

But in spite of dubious taste 
and occasional questionable 
judgment. Boys on the Side 
remains an engagingly refresh¬ 
ing and unpredictable film. Its 
primary strengths are a quirky, 
yet literate, script and three 
strong performances from the 
leading actors: Whoopi 

Goldberg, Mary-Louise Parker, 
and Drew Barrymore. 

Goldberg’s Jane is a band 
singer, not unlike the lounge 
singer she portrayed in Sister 
Act. But this time Goldberg’s 
character is a New York City 
lesbian. Her smart-mouthed 
asides are tempered by a low- 
key practicality that allows 
Drew Barrymore to shine in the 
role of Holly, the abused and 
daffy girlfriend of a drug dealer. 
Mary-Louise Parker, as the real- 
estate agent Robin, bails herself 
out of New York and manages to 
take both Jane and Holly under 
her wing (and into her mini-van) 
for a cross-country trek to Los 


Angeles. Each of the women 
needs a fresh start, but escape is 
their only game plan. 

Just when you think you’re in 
for a boring, predictable, road 
picture, murder, AIDS, and 
pregnancy intervene; the plot 
turns a new comer and the three 
women halt their journey in 
Tucson. As they set up house¬ 
keeping together, their alterna¬ 
tive family structure is threat¬ 
ened by internal and external 
pressures which test the bonds 
of friendship. Revealing too 
much would spoil the fun, but 
the wonderful chemistry 
between these three actors is 
complemented by compelling 
performances from the hunky 
Matthew McConaughey as 
Holly’s new boyfriend and 
Anita Gillette as Elaine, Robin’s 
mother. Sadly, Oscar-winner 
Estelle Parsons is wasted in the 
small role of Louise, the fortune 
teller, in an unnecessary subplot 
that goes nowhere. 

Bathing in bathos 

Dancer-turned-director 
Herbert Ross is the heir appar¬ 
ent to the George Cukor crown. 
With credits like The Turning 
Point, Steel Magnolias, and 
Funny Lady, Ross is now the 
reigning monarch of Hollywood 
“women films.” Judging from 
the fine performances he 
extracts from Goldberg, Parker, 
and Barrymore in Boys, it’s 
unlikely the 68-year-old Ross 
will have to surrender his fief- 
dom anytime soon. Here he 
manages to present a 
respectable lesbian character in 
a mainstream Hollywood film 
and incorporate the music of 


both the Indigo Girls and 
Melissa Etheridge into a highly 
listenable soundtrack. 

When Ross errs, in Boys and 
elsewhere, it’s usually on the 
side of wretchedly excessive 
emotionalism. By the end of 
Steel Magnolias, I was not only 
glad Julia Roberts’ character 
was dying, I hoped that death 
would be lingering and painful. 
There is only so much bathos an 
audience can take before it 
exacts its own revenge in the 
form of alienation. Female audi¬ 
ence members, whose patience 
with such matters exceeds that 
of most critics, may feel that 
Boys on the Side is one of the 
great films of 1995. Lesbian 
females will be less ecstatic, 
since the one lesbian character 
gravitates toward unrequited 
love relationships with straight 
women. 

Gay men will simply be 
relieved that the AIDS patient is 
neither homosexual nor male. 
But the rest of the world will 
probably walk away enter¬ 
tained, somewhat enlightened, 
and hopefully encouraged by 
the naive optimism of Don 
Roos’ screenplay. Roos’ charac¬ 
ters and situations may not 
reflect our society as it is, but 
they foreshadow what it could 
be - or might become - with 
enough patience and under¬ 
standing. 

Although Boys on the Side is 
not a ground-breaking work, it 
is at least a well-intended step 
forward for Hollywood. ▼

Not All Queers Like Disco 

Outpunk Releases First-Ever Queer Punk Compilation

“You are standing in a disco, 
packed wall to wall with people. 
The air is rife with the smell of 
cologne, cigarette smoke, and 
that relentless plodding music 
that is cyberhell. You look over 
the sea of well-dressed bodies to 
the DJ booth, the source of this 
madness. Suddenly, the atmos¬ 
phere changes, and you are 
thrust into another world - the 
world of the Outpunk Dance 
Party.” 

o read the liner notes of 
the recently-released 
Outpunk Dance Party, 
a queer punk compila¬ 
tion disc put together by Matt 
Wobensmith, the mastermind 
behind Outpunk Records, the 
world’s first exclusively queer 
punk rock record label. 

“My intentions are not to 
bash anyone else’s tastes,” said 
Matt in a recent interview. “It’s 
basically just throwing attitude 
- stirring things up, expressing 
things in a way that’s punk! I 
wanted to listen to something 
else, like the Mukilteo Fairies - 
something raw that I could 
relate to. It’s been like my fanta¬ 
sy.” 

With the release of Outpunk 
Dance Party, that fantasy is 
being realized. But what exactly 
defines a queer punk band any¬ 
way? 

According to Matt, the fol¬ 
lowing criteria must be met: 
One, there has to be at least one 
out person in the band. Two, 
they have to be explicit. (“They 
have to sing about it, stand for it, 
and cater to a queer audience,” 
said Matt.) Three, the band has 
to play “punk” music, which, 
unfortunately, can mean differ¬ 
ent things to different people. 
Matt, however, has no problem 
defining what he means: “They 
have to play music I like.” 

Fucking faggots, 
power snatches 

Considering the recent 
explosion of the so-called 


“queercore” scene, I was sur¬ 
prised by the brevity of the 
album, which is just under 26 
minutes. Matt explained. “I was 
really picky about the music. I 
wanted something that was not 
just a queer punk record, but a 
really good one. On top of that, 
it’s not like there are that many 
queer punk bands out there.” 

True, but the numbers are 
growing. With punk bands in 
Austin, Olympia, New York, 
and London, as well as our own 
backyard, Outpunk Dance Party 
stands as a definitive record of 
the state of queer punk, circa 
’93-’94. 

The album begins with 
generic house music, which is 
then abruptly cut off by the 
sound of a needle dragging 
across the surface of a record, 
which makes the point that 
things are about to start slam¬ 
ming. 

The late, great Mukilteo 
Fairies are first with their 30- 
second slice of speedcore 
“Queer Enough For You?” It’s a 
good thing they thought to 
include the lyrics in the CD, 
because without reading them 
one wouldn’t know that Josh is 
really screaming, “I’ve got 
intrinsic fashion sense, YMCA 
locker rents, butts as wide as 
Tennessee, fucking faggot, 
yeah, you know me.” 

A trio of dyke bands follow, 
namely Power Snatch, Sister 
George, and Double Zero. All 
three have their punk chops 
down, with plenty of humor and 
attitude to spare. Double Zero’s 
“Pacer” is an especially spicy 
romp, chock-full of rhyming 
lines of S/M dyke lust: “The 
lash of the whip, it makes my 
heart skip, I know how to sub¬ 
mit, I’m screaming ah ah ah!” 

Swine King is next. This 
band features singer Randy 
Biscuit, whose previous band, 
the Big Boys, was practically a 
punk legend in Texas. 

“Randy has always been a big 
fag,” says Matt. “He’s always 
been totally outrageous - sort of 
a queer punk rock icon.” 


Local bands included 

Taking a break from all the 
mayhem, “Chickenhawk,” by 
CWA (that’s Cunts With 
Attitude) is an obnoxious, un- 
P.C. rap number. Though the 
song is instrumentally simplistic 
with its repetitive Casio key- 
board-sounding rhythm, the 
sassy lyrics are undeniably 
appealing. The narrator 
describes how she’ll “give the 
young lady the thrill of her life, 
no man can lick pussy like a 
leather bull-dyke.” Rapping like 
a braggart, she details how she 
stole a straight boy’s girl: “Boy, 
I fucked your girlfriend, and she 
is done with boys,” she boasts. 

The last five bands on the 
album are all local. Pansy 
Division contributes a punky 
power-pop tale of sexual frustra¬ 
tion. Berkeley’s Hyperdrive 
Kittens sing about a “Rock l n’ 
Roll Drag Queen.” 

While Jolt is now defunct 
and Sta-Prest are on hiatus, 
their tracks make one wish they 
were still around. Tribe 8 fin¬ 
ishes things off with “Oversize 
Ego,” which ends up being a 
medley with “Girl You Want” by 
Devo. That alone is worth the 
price of the CD! 

Available at most Tower 
Record stores across the country 
and elsewhere. Matt is hoping 
these bands will be heard far and 
wide, even in America’s 
Heartland. “It helps other peo¬ 
ple, who aren’t in major cities, 
to realize that there is a place for 
them somewhere,” he said. “It 
makes them feel like there are 
people oqf there who they can 
relate to.” 

For punk-loving, disco-hat¬ 
ing queers, both young and old, 
Outpunk Dance Party must be 
seen as a welcome, much-need¬ 
ed sign of hope. ▼

Pianist Louis Lortie 


Accuracy and Energy

- ishing to extol the 
ft v virtues of art before 

• m his own time ’ 

Stendahl once 
observed that art is always 
Romantic in its own time. When 
we hear a Bach cello suite or an 
oratorio by Handel, we know 
what he meant. Yet, as universal 
as the Romantic spirit is, some 
composers seem to own the 
label outright. 

If one were to assemble a list 
of such composers, most would 
be keyboard specialists, and the 
name most likely to head the list 
would be Frederic Chopin. After 
more than a century and a half, 
the musical ideas he created for 
this instrument remain among 
the most popular artistic 
achievements of the Romantic 
period. It’s true that Liszt’s 
music shows up on concert pro¬ 
grams with almost the same reg¬ 
ularity, but a great portion of 
what he wrote for the piano is 
rarely played. Mendelssohn is a 
rare recital treat these days, and 
the music of Robert Schumann, 
though popular with keyboard 
artists the world over, only 
rarely commands the bulk of 
recital programs today the way. 
Chopin’s frequently does. 

The staying power in this 
music is evident in any good 
Chopin recital, and it certainly 
was in evidence last Tuesday 
when San Francisco 
Performances presented 

Canadian pianist Louis Lortie in 
an all-Chopin recital at Herbst 
Theatre. Though the program 
was strangely conventional, the 
playing was bold, solid and 
intelligent, confirmation of the 
glowing praise that has been 
heaped upon Lortie here and 
elsewhere. In the first half of the 
program Lortie played the Opus 
25 Etudes and Trois Nouvelles 
Etudes (without Opus numbers). 
After the break, he trundled out 
what are perhaps the most over¬ 
exposed works in Chopin’s 
enormous musical treasure 
chest, the 24 Preludes, Opus 28. 
As familiar as this music is to 
our ears, however, Lortie’s play¬ 
ing wasn’t without the kind of 
insight that, when coupled with 
consummate understanding, 
allows us to hear new things in 
old songs. 

Unfussy style 

Lortie, who took First Prize 
at the 1984 Busoni International 
Competition, is not a fussy or 
precious Chopinist. Consistent¬ 
ly Tuesday he underscored con¬ 
nections in the music that 
emphasized structure over 
detail, reminding us that it’s per¬ 
haps the high degree of internal 
organization in this music, and 
not merely the mysteries of 
tempo rubato, that explains the 
continued popularity of this 
music among pianists. 

Nonetheless, while Lortie 
offered us coherence on a high 
order, there were times Tuesday 
when one wished for a little less 
restraint, as this music opens up 
for the interpreter who dares 
explore its infinite subtleties, the 
distant modulations of tones, 
grace notes that take the form of 
improvisation, delicate singing 
lines in the right hand. Attention 
to detail of this sort, which pro¬ 
vides the color and dramatic 
sweep in great recordings of 
Chopin by Rubinstein, Argerich, 




Pollini, and others, was inter¬ 
mittently underemphasized in 
what seemed to be Lortie’s 
attempt to play as carefully as 
possible. Accuracy is nice, but it 
can lead to standardization, 
which is a death warrant in 
music of this vein. 

Nevertheless, Lortie easily 
found his way into the heart of 
Chopin’s Preludes, convincing 
us that this cosmos of fleeting 
impressions, colors and moods, 
though familiar, is still one of 
the most fascinating adventures 
in all of Western music. One 
admired both the rigorous con¬ 
trol and swinging lilt of the No. 
3 in G major. The giddy sense of 
abandon of No. 19 in E-flat 
major, a technically treacherous 
piece, provided great fun. The 
muddiness that so often plun¬ 
ders the buoyant spirit of No. 12 
in G-sharp minor fairly gam¬ 
boled along under Lortie’s 
brisk, inspired hand. 

On the downside, there were 
stretches of this journey that 
seemed bereft of point of view. 
The lovely No. 13 in F-sharp 
minor escaped Lortie’s touch, 
and the glorious No. 24 in B-flat 
major, which climaxes dramati¬ 
cally with six insistent strikes of 
the same chord, came off sound¬ 
ing rather bland. 

The Big Enchilada, No. 24 in 
D Minor, wanted nothing in the 
way of technical security, shape 
or dramatic flair. This reviewer 
has heard dozens of pianists in a 
lifetime of concertgoing assay 
this splashy spectacle, but only a 
few have ever been able to dra¬ 
matize the final impressive rush 
of chromatic runs without litter¬ 
ing the music with glitches and 
clipped note values. Lortie’s 
reading was suitably flawless, a 
satisfying display of technical 
accuracy, even textures and fan¬ 
tastic energy. (Ironically, while 
the Preludes are undeniably 
Romantic, Byron did not pro¬ 
vide their inspiration; that role 
was filled by Kappellmeister 
J.S. Bach himself, whose Well- 
Tempered Clavier served as 


American pianist Alan Feinberg 
once quipped, “One can never 
play them too well.” That may 
be, but Lortie’s performance last 
week (Opus 25) will no doubt 
set a new standard for excel¬ 
lence. These intricately jeweled 
constructions, designed primari¬ 
ly as student exercises, seemed 
well suited to Lortie’s analytic 
bent. This was fresh, athletic 
playing, uneccentric, compact 
and, with the exception of No. 1 
in A-flat Major, which missed 
what Schumann called the 
“undulating character” of the 
major chord, deeply felt. The 
lesser known Trois Nouvelles 


Etudes were exquisitely shaped. 

Locals will no doubt look 
forward to Mr. Lortie’s future 
engagements. As pianists go, 
he’s got all the right moves. 
Only next time, we hope he 
plays something a little less 
familiar, for that will make hear¬ 
ing him all the more pleasur¬ 
able. T

Before embarking on a four- 
state tour of the film to benefit 
lesbian and gay organizations, 
Col. Cammermeyer spoke to the 
B.A.R. from her office in 
Washington state. Among other 
things, she discussed the film’s 
controversial kiss, gays in the 
military, and the state of the 
civil rights movement. 

Alan Frutkin: What was your 
response to the film? 

Margarethe Cammermeyer: I 
continue to move in and out of 
it, trying to figure out whose life 
this is. Is this television’s, or is 
this mine? It’s all very unreal. 

You seem to have been thrust 
into the forefront of the civil 
rights movement. Are you com¬ 
fortable with that role? 

I think what’s been difficult 
for me is that my focus was 
always on the military issue, 
and it was only after I was sepa¬ 
rated from the military that I 
began to get involved in the 


more social and political issues. 
But I don’t consider myself a 
gay activist. I don’t feel as if I 
have either the background or 
the expertise or the political 
savvy to do that. 

Still, a lot of people look to 
you as a leader. 

I think that’s probably 
because I’m safe. I’m old, I’ve 
been around the block, and for 
many people because I’m inex¬ 
perienced in the political arena 
I’m apt to be more moderate, 
and in that sense, perhaps, I can 
reach out to people who are also 
moderates. 

How do you respond to the 
more radical elements of the gay 
rights movement? 

At the 1993 March on 
Washington, there was a loud 
anti-military sentiment. And 
sometimes when I’ve been in 
debates, people holler things, 
for example, why should we 
support an organization and 
political system that oppresses 
gays and lesbians and doesn’t 
do enough for AIDS research, 
that sort of thing. I think you 


need to have all perspectives. 
But then you need to look at the 
most logical way to achieve 
some positive movement of 
society, and do that. 

How do you respond specifi¬ 
cally to anti-military sentiments 
within the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity? 

For thousands of people, the 
military offers an opportunity to 
get out of the entrenched 


oppression that society some¬ 
times has created for individu¬ 
als. It’s a place to get a job, it’s 
a place to get an education, it’s a 
place to grow in skills and abili¬ 
ty. I think for most people, when 
they go into the military it’s not 
with the intent of going to war 
but for the opportunities there 
for them as individuals. At the 
same time, other people don’t 
belong there. I have four sons, 
and for different reasons, they 
are totally not interested in the 


military, and that’s their choice. 

What is the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network? 

People in the military who 
are being investigated or 
harassed have no legal represen¬ 
tation. They’re not entitled to it 
until the investigations are com¬ 
pleted, and they’re totally at the 
mercy of the system. But now 
there’s a place for them to go for 
help. If an organization such as 
the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network had existed at 
the time my initial investigation 
was going on I would have been 
able to get legal assistance from 
day one. This is an extraordi¬ 
nary organization. It’s a lifeline 
for servicemembers who are in 
the military and who are being 
investigated or wondering 
whether or not they should 
come out. 

As a onetime military 
careerist, do you have any 
regrets about coming out as a 
lesbian? 

When I lost my rank and uni¬ 
form in 1992, 1 was absolutely 
devastated. My whole identity 
had been surrounded by wear¬ 
ing that uniform. But I found 
that I don’t need the uniform to 
be a whole person. Instead of 
feeling as though I had lost 
something with all of that, I now 
feel I’ve gained both a freedom 
and an autonomy that I would 
never have realized if this hadn’t 
happened to me. 

What are your plans for the 
future? 

I expect to become a private 
person again, once the movie 
airs. After that. I’m not sure how 
things will progress. I used to 
feel a tremendous need for con¬ 
trol over all of this, over what I 
was going to do tomorrow and 
the next year, but I no longer 
feel that need to know. 

Have you ever considered 
running for elected office? 

I certainly have strong opin¬ 
ions about social issues at this 
point. I also have an education 
(Cammermeyer received a 
Ph.D. in nursing in 1991), and I 
don’t consider myself a dunce. 
So I’m not saying I’m NOT 
going to go into politics. There 
may come a point in my life 
when it’s the right time, the 
right place, and the right situa¬ 
tion. 

What are your thoughts on 
the controversy surrounding the 
film's gay kiss ? 

Come on. You see murders, 
you see rapes, you see sexual 
intercourse on TV. and that’s not 
supposed to be at all something 
that people are uncomfortable 
with. But all of a sudden, you’re 
supposed to roll over and play 
dead when Glenn Close and 
Judy Davis show a sign of car¬ 
ing for one another? There is 
nothing more hypocritical than 
anyone even suggesting as 
much. ▼

A Slice of Old SF 



Hometown 
San Francisco 
by Jerry Flamm; 
Scottwall Associates, 
$27.95 

J erry Flamm, a former 
newspaper reporter, 
has fashioned an idio¬ 
syncratic memoir of 
what many believe to be San 
Francisco’s golden era, from the 
turn of the century into the ’50s. 
The book centers on three 
“characters” of the time: the 
popular mayor “Sunny Jim” 
Rolph, who reigned at City Hall 
from 1911-1930; boxer Phat 
Willie, known for his cultured 
airs and his two victories over 
Jack Dempsey; and Flamm’s 
father Dave, a beat cop for 30- 
plus years. 

The men’s stories are the 
springboard for anecdotal histo¬ 
ry of, for the most part, work¬ 
ing-class as opposed to “soci¬ 
ety” San Francisco. Only the 
Rolph chapter is truly success¬ 
ful in integrating its pieces - 
Phat Willie gets a bit lost in the 
boxing chapter, for instance - 
but Hometown San Francisco 
does give one a feel for the peri¬ 
od’s manners and mores. 

A brief section details the 
few public expressions of gay 
life here before liberation. 
Finocchio’s may seem antiquat¬ 
ed today, but its shows really 
were risque 40 or 50 years ago. 
Walter Hart - whose Sophie 
Tucker impersonation was so 
good the star occasionally sent 
him her gowns - spent 30 days 
in jail for singing “vulgar” 
songs at the club.

At the bohemian Black Cat 
and Mona’s, the clientele 
included gays and lesbians; 
cross-dressing lesbians found 
Mona’s particularly accommo¬ 
dating. Less congenial were the 
police, whose attempts to con¬ 
trol homosexual activity fea¬ 
tured unannounced raids on gay 
bars and regular visits to rest 
rooms in Golden Gate Park and 
downtown department stores 


(some things never change - on 
either side of that equation). 

As for gay bashing, it was 
“regarded by many locals as a 
manly expression of high spir¬ 
its,” writes Flamm, a reminder 
that the city’s “golden era” 
included its share of intolerance, 
and not just toward homosexu¬ 
als. ▼

The Gifts of the Body 
by Rebecca Brown; 
HarperCollins, $17.50 

he Gifts of the Body is 
written from the point 
of view oi an on-the- 
verge-of-burn-out 
home-care worker for people 
with AIDS. My immediate reac¬ 
tion to this book, on a purely gut 
level, is this: If I had been 
recently diagnosed with AIDS, 1 
would, having read this book, 
feel compelled to kill myself so 
as to avoid the unrelenting hor¬ 
rors to come. 

And unrelenting is an under¬ 
statement. All of the PWAs that 
the (unnamed) narrator visits are 
very sick and getting sicker. 


chapter by chapter. The narrator 
reports their deterioration in an 
emotionless monotone, as she 
details the chores she performs 
as a home-care worker. Nowhere 
in this novel did I discover even 
a hint of humanity, or indeed, of 
human beings at all. At no point 
did I care about any of these 
characters or their fates. 

My guess is that had this been 
a novel about home care for per¬ 
sons with cancer or some other 
progressive disease, it would 
never have been published. 1 can 
think of no reason for its having 
been foisted upon an unsuspect¬ 
ing public. Do yourself a favor 
and pass on this tedious, turgid 
lump of fiction. ▼

As a member of the NEA 
“Gang of Four,” Hughes was 
publicly vilified by Jesse Helms 
and Donald Wildmon, among 
others, as an example of the 
moral decay that was destroying 
the country. In the spontaneous 
referendum on the arts that 
swept America, Hughes also 
found herself under attack from 
those she might have expected 
to stand by her. 

Lesbian and gay critics, for 
example, sniped that the NEA 
flap had been a big boost for 
Hughes’ career - although she 
was unable to write for nearly 
three years. And novelist Sarah 
Schulman went so far as to sug¬ 
gest, on a panel at the 1991 
Out/Write Conference, that 
Hughes and the other defunded 
artists had tainted themselves by 
accepting NEA grants in the 
first place. It was not a proud 
moment in queer response to 
censorship. 

Then, in June 1994, Hughes 
won an Obie Award for Clit 
Notes, her solo-performance 
piece, which is now showing at 
Josie’s Cabaret and Juice Joint. 


She got her original NEA grant 
back by suing the government 
(as did the other three artists) 
and was later awarded another; 
Hughes and Tim Miller founded 
the National Fund for Lesbian 
and Gay Artists; and Hughes 
now teaches experimental the¬ 
atre at NYU. All of which only 
goes to prove: You can’t keep a 
good woman down - at least not 
for long. 

Hughes’ work - from The 
Well of Horniness and The Lady 
Dick, whose lewd humor and 
meticulous parody earned her 
praise as the creator of “Dyke 


Noir” and helped reanimate dis¬ 
cussions about lesbian sexuality, 
to Dress Suits to Hire and World 
Without End - has always made 
it clear that Hughes is commit¬ 
ted to an articulation of reality 
that takes no prisoners. 

But if, as Hughes declares in 
World Without End , she “can’t 
tell a lie,” she’s fully aware that 
getting down to truth is no easy 
matter. Such an awareness is the 
fuel that powers Clit Notes, a 
piece that, despite its satirical 
title, has Hughes taking a pro¬ 
found, funny, and often moving 
look at life with father.

The site off resistance 

Specifically, Hughes says 
“(C7i7 Notes) is about my rela¬ 
tionship with my father and how 
it shaped my attraction to butch 
women. My relationship with 
my mother was about shame¬ 
lessness - (Hughes’ 1989 World 
Without End explored her moth¬ 
er’s ability to survive and even 
to relish a rather epic sense of 
‘otherness’) - but with my 
father it’s really about shame.” 

Even more than that, Hughes 
says, Clit Notes is the tale of an 
almost cosmic confluence of 
events: her involvement in the 
NEA controversy and her 
father’s mortified reaction to the 
publicity; the duplication, in 
efforts to censor Hughes’ art, of 
her midwestem family’s refusal 
to acknowledge any fact that 
was inconvenient, embarrassing, 
or painful. 

“Why did I come from such a 
culture of silence?” Hughes 
muses - meaning both 
American culture and the life of 
her childhood home - a question 
that is at the heart of her work. 
“I’m interested in creating art 
that is a site of resistance,” 
Hughes says, “resistance to a 
culture that I see as founded on 
amnesia and silence. And partic¬ 
ularly (resistance) to a certain 
kind of relentless feel-goodism, 
that sort of Horatio Alger myth 
of America that still drives it.” In 
part, Hughes says, her work 
comes out of “the way queer¬ 
ness becomes a metaphor for a 
certain kind of relationship to 
American culture.” 

And yet, she adds, “(When 
we talk) about our pain and 
about the reality of our lives and 
survival, there’s a drive to 
silence us. (You hear) dismis¬ 
sive language like ‘victim’, like 
‘politically correct’, like 
‘preaching to the converted’, 
(words that) have become so 
imbued with neo-conservative 
ideology that the real message 
behind them is that there 
shouldn’t be any work that takes 
seriously the concerns and expe¬ 
riences of, say, the gay commu¬ 
nity, the African-American 
community, or the intersection 
of those communities. It’s really 
meant to dismiss the needs of 
those audiences. Any communi¬ 
ty that’s not served by Married 


... With Children, basically.” 

Hughes continues: “There’s 
always a sense that there’s a 
world just outside the city gates 
of what’s considered normal - I 
mean, anyone who differs from 
the model American of being 
white, heterosexual, and mid¬ 
dle-class. And that’s kind of the 
suburbia of normalcy. There’s a 
perimeter of tolerance by the 
‘normal’ people for the ‘quasi- 
normal’ that I think has expand¬ 
ed over time, but the question is 
still the same: Do you want to 
live in suburbia?” 

Escape to New York 

Ironically, if destiny hadn’t 
taken a different turn, that’s 
exactly where Hughes might 
have ended up. Raised in small¬ 
town Michigan, Hughes recalls 
a suffocating, middle-class 
youth of mind-numbing tedious¬ 
ness. Her mother dragged her 
down to Nixon headquarters in 
1968 and made her stuff 
envelopes, and one of Hughes’ 
first legit jobs was as a waitress 
at the local Red Lobster. Hughes 
became, she says, “desperate for 
something that was not so 
repressed!” 

It’s no surprise, then, that 
Hughes escaped to New York - 
first intending to become a fem¬ 
inist sculptor and then, some¬ 
what accidentally, falling into 
theatre. Nor is it surprising that 
the geography (both physical 
and emotional) of her youth is 
fiercely present as an allegory in 
her work. 

“I think we are psychically 
shaped by the landscape we 
grew up in and our relationship 
to it,” Hughes says. “A lot of 
people think there’s no land¬ 
scape in Michigan, but what we 
lack in mountains we make up 
for in spectacular storms and a 
lake every five feet.” Hughes 
laughs, “So yeah, there’s more 
Michigan in Clit Notes. In fact, 
maybe my next show should be 
called The Lay of the Land. 

“It’s not a boast,” she adds, 
“It’s an aspiration!” ▼
